4 TURN IN THE TIDE ADVERSE T0 
MR. HISCOCK. 

SENATOR CAMERON MANIPULATING THE 
PENNSYLVANIA DELEGATION IN FAVOR 
OF MR. KEIFER—A CONFERENCE AT 
WHICH NOTHING WAS DECIDED—THE 
RESULT OF THE STRUGGLE VERY DOUBT- 
FUL. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—This was a busy 
day with the Republican members of Con- 
gress, and a very anxious one for the several 
candidates for Speaker. As the caucus will 
meet to-morrow to settle the contest, it was 
felt that the issue of the struggle was to be de- 
termined by the operations otf to-day, and the 
chosen leaders of the several contestants 
worked, therefore, with an ardor and a deter- 
mination which showed that they fully real- 
ized that the action of to-morrow’s eaucus 
would depend upon the character and efficiency 
of the werk performed before 12 o’clock to- 
night. The great interest of the day centred 
in the Pennsylvania delegation, for it was con- 
ceded that the 18 votes of that State would 
nominate the candidate for whom they are 
given. Last night at least 12 of the 18 mem- 
bers were pledged to Mr. Hiscock, and it 
was understood that 8 or 4 others wouid 
join these 12, and that on the second ballot the 
entire vete of the delegation would be cast for 
the New-York candidate. This was the 
strong point in Mr, Hiscock’s line of battle, 


and his opponents recognized that unless 
it could be successfully carried by 
assault their defeat owas  mevitable, 


‘Late last night it was reportea that the Peun- 
sylvania supporters of Mr. Hiscock were wav- 


ering, but their pledges were so positive and 
unequivocal that no credence was given the 
report. This morning, however, it was appar- 
ent thab something was wrong, and it was 
soon ascertained that Senator Cameron was at 
work to transfer the delegation to Mr. Keifer. 
Most of them were escorted to Senator Cam- 
eron's residence in squads, and some who had 
been previously outspoken in favor of Mr. 
Hiscock returned with unsettled minds. 

At2 o’clock this afternoon the delegation 
met for conference, and instead of deciaring 
for Mr. Hiscock, as it was expected they would 
fo, they adjourned until to-morrow morning 
without action. A resolution was offered at 
the conterence by Mr. Harmer declaring it to 
be the sense of the members that the delega- 
tion should act in the caucusasaunit. Mr. 
Harmer, who favors Mr. Hiscock, explained 
that he believed the vote of Pennsylvania, if 
united, would decide the contest, and he there- 
fore thought the delegation should adopt the 
unit rule. He had a preference for Speaker, but 
was not so wedded to tie man of his choice 
as to refuse to be governed by the voice of the 
majority. Mr. Bayne, another Hiscock man, 
opposed the resolution, and declared that he 
would not be bound by the action of the con- 
ference in regard to the Speakership. After 
considerable discussion the resolution was 
adopted, Mr. Bayne giving the only negative 
vote. It was then proposed that each member 
declare, viva voce, his choice for Speaker, and 
an amendment was offered that the declaration 
be made by ballot. After wrangling over 
this proposition for about an hour, the confer- 
ence adjourned without action. 

This meeting of the Pennsylvanians has 
caused some alarm to Mr. Hiscock’s followers, 
and has given great encouragement to those of 
Mr. Keifer, who are to-night expressing confi- 
dence in the success of their favorite. Whether 
or not Senator Cameron can transfer Pennsyl- 
vania co Mr. Keifer is still uncertain, but it 
must be admitted that the indications favor 
such a result. Those members of the delega- 
tion who earnestly support Mr. Hiscock openly 
denounce the interference of the Senator and 
deciare that he will be unable to carry out a 
bargain which they allege he made with ex- 
Senator Conkling during a recent visit to Néw- 
York. They further say that there are 12 men 
in the delegation who will not consent to be 
tus Criven to violate their pledges to the 
New-york candidate. itis doubtful, however, 
whether so many as 12 can be induced to re- 
main steadfast. Most of those who are pledged 
to Mr. Hiscock may vote for him on the first 
ballot, but it is feared that they will consider 
their obligation discharged after voting for 
that gentleman, and then change to Keifer 
should it be apparent that their votes would 
give him the nomination, Efforts are being 
made by Russell Errett and other Pennsyl- 
vanians to induce Senator Cameron to allow 
the delegation to decide for themselves what 
their action shall be on the Speakership, but 
{tis reported late to-night that the Senator 
will not yield, his movement, if success- 
ful, will endanger Mr. Hiscock’s chances for 
she nomination, because the vote of Pennsyl- 
vania, or even one-half of it, given to Mr. 
Xeifer will draw to his support those scatter- 
ng votes that are waiting to ascertain who is 
ikely to be the victor. Itis not improbable 
shat the events of to-day may change the en- 
sire character of the contest and convert it 
into astruggle between Stalwarts and anti- 
Staiwarts. 

Considerable interest is felt as to how the 
friends of Mr. Kasson will act when that gen- 
vieman is distanced in therace. It is known 
that the greater number favor Mr, Hiscock as 
second choice, but the defection in Pennsy]- 
vania may induce them to join the column for 
Mr. Keifer, and for the same reasons it is 
feared that the Eastern States may be stam- 

eded after the first ballot and carried to Mr. 
<eifer. The Southern members met to-day 
and are said to have agreed to give their sup- 
port to Mr. Keifer. There are 10 members 
trom the South, and of these 8 are said to be 
for the Ohio candidate. The delegation 
from Massachusetts occupies an important po- 
sition among the forces upon which Mr. His- 
cock must rely for substantial support. The 
neighboring State of Maine has a candidate in 
Mr. Reed and the Representatives of Massachu- 
setts very naturally desire to help him if he 
has any chance for success. With Mr. Reed 
out of the way, nearly all of them would vote 
for Mr. Hiscock, but it seems probable to- 
night that the majority of the Massachusetts 
votes will be cast on first ballot for Maine’s 
randidate. It is expected after that ballot the 
sentiment of the delegation will turn the votes 
to Mr. Hiscock. It is not beyond the bounds 
af possibility that the Massachusetts votes will 
be cast for Mr. Hiscock on the first ballot. 
That will depend upon the developments of the 
next 12 hours. If it should appear to them 
that Mr. Reed has no reasonable chance, and 
shat Mr. Hiscock needs all his frien’. at the 
beginning of the struggie, complimentary votes 
may be laid aside, and the votes of the old Bay 
State may be used at once to some purpose. 

Ata late hour to-night it was reported that 
i4of the 18 Pennsylvania members had been 
won over to Mr. Keifer, and that Messrs, 
Bayne, Campbell, Godshalk, and Smith are 
the only members of the delegation who will 
votefor Mr. Hiscock. Nine of the 10 Southern 


Republican members have _ also agreed 
to support Mr. Keifer. Mr. Hiseock’s 
friends now claim only 48 votes for 


him on the first ballot. At this hour (mid- 
night) Mr. Keifer and tke other Western can- 
didates are holding a conference, with a view 
of effecting a combination on the Ohio candi- 
gate and of agreeing upon candidates for the 
other officers of the House. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 2.—A cable dis- 
patch from Congressman Deuster was received 
to-day stating that he cannot leave Hamburg 
before to-morrow, and does not expect to ar- 
rive in Washington before Dec. 15. 


CUTTING OFF STAR SERVICE. 

» LARGE SAVING IN NOVEMBER—MORE USE- 
LESS SERVICE TO BE ABOLISHED SOON. 
Wasnincton, Dec. 2.—The gross reduc- 

tien in the cost of ster servicein the Post Of- 

fice Department for the month of November 
was $111,155. This makes an aggregate re- 
duction in the cost of star and steam-boat ser- 
vice of $1,202,419 since March 1, 1881. An or- 
jer has been made and will soon go into effect 
which cuts off the every-other-day trips on 
the route from Redding, Cal., to Roseburg, 


Oregon. This is a daily line, and the con- 
tractors have been paid for three and a half 
tripg per week in addition. On these extra trips 
the contractors were reouired to carrv third 





class matter, but this matter has been carried 
up from San Francisco by steamer, and there 
was an order for this method of conveyance, 
The annual pay for the route has been $89,009, 
and itis in the hands of the Barlow party. 
Mr. Tyner showed in his suppressed report, in 
1879, that the contract was violated so far as 
these extra trips were concerned, and other re- 
ports have been made by Special Agents. The 
order cutting off these trips reduces the an- 
nual pay nearly $30,000. 
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NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 

WASHINGTON, Dec, 2, 1881. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $277,000. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $375,342 41, and from Customs $389,- 
521 82. 

An order was issuéd by the Acting Post- 
master-General to-day to authorize the free 


transmission through the mails of the reports 
of agricultural colleges, which the law requires 
to be interchanged among all the colleges ans 
nually. 


According to reports received by the Na- 
tional Board of Health small-pox prevails at 
Pittsburg, Richmond, Philadelphia, Brooklyn, 
and Chicago. Twenty-eight deaths from the 
disease are reported to have occurred in the 
latter city during thé last week in November. 

Acting Postmaster-General Hatton to-day 
received as a gift to the department from 
Leonard W. Volk, the Chicago sculptor, the 
original plaster model of his bronze bust of 
Col. George B. Armstrong, the first General 
Superintendent of the Railway Mail Service. 
The gift was accepted and placed in a con- 
spicuous position in the main entrance to the 
department building. 

Secretary Folger to-day appointed Mr. 
James B. Butler, late United States Attorney 
for Idaho, a special agent of the Treasury De- 
partment for one month, and detailed him to 
take charge of the Appointment Bureau, vice 
Lamphere, whose resignation has been ac- 
cepted to take effect Dec, 31, until which date 
Mr. Lamphere has been granted a leave of ab- 
sence.

Mr. Joe Rhodes as President and a prominent 
Third-street underwriter as New-York Agent, 
for the company is to be run_ on the 
agency plan. It is understood that Mr. 
Rhodes considers himself retired from business 
and has not yet consented to take charge. A 
mutual company, to be composed principally of fur- 
niture men and other wood-workers, is also talked 
of. The idea is that, if interested in a company in- 
suring them, they would take greater precautions 
against accident. Several very serious fires during 
the past year have eaten up the profits of insurance 
companies, and some radical changes in the raeth- 
ods of carrying on business are likely to be intro-

PUBLIC HEALTH INTERESTS. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., Dec. 2.—The American 
Public Heaith Association closed its ninth annual 
session in this city this afternoon. An amendment 
to the constitution was passed making the Second 
Vice-President a member of the Executive Council. 
There was an animated discussion on a resolu- 
tion to get State representation in the Na- 


tional Board of Health, which ended in the 
resolution being‘defeated. The following papers 
were read: ** The Relations of State and Local 
Quarantine Systems to a National Quarantine Sys- 
tem,” by Dr. Stephen Smith, of New-York; ‘The 
Origin and Progress of International Hygiene,”

ria in Connecticut,” Dr. C. W. Chamber- 
lain; ‘Observations on the Potomac Marshes as 
a Pathogenic Agent in the Production of So-called 
Malarial Fevers,” Dr. A. G. P. Garnett; ‘* Some 
Remarks upon National and International Sanitary 
Jurisprudence,” Dr. Thomas J. Turner; “'T'wo 
Suggestions Concerning Healthful Buildings,’ Dr.

NO ABATEMENT OF THE ANTI- 
RENT AGITATION. 

A WOMAN’S INTERFERENCE WITH A SHER- 
IFF’S WORK—THE PRESS DEMANDING 
THE ENFORCEMENT OF THE LAWS—THE 
APPEAL Of THE PROPERTY DEFENSE 
ASSOCIATION. 

Lonpon, Dec. 2.—Mr. Hugh Sweeny, a 
Land League organizer, has been arrested in 
Gardiner-street, Dublin, under the Coercion 
act. 

At the evictions yesterday at Berehaven, 
Miss Reynolds, a member of the Ladies’ Land 
League, preceded the Sheriff and advised the 
people not to conclude a compromise by which 
they would be reinstated as care-takers, as in 
that case they would get no aid from the 
League. Her interference was successful in 
preventing a settlement in one case. Miss 
Reynolds was loudly cheered by the people. 

The Zimes says: ‘“‘If tenants will neither 
pay rent nor goto the Land Court, the law 
must take its course, and its authority must be 
upheld by the whole force of the Exeeutive.”’ 


A eorrespondent sends to the Times a long 
account of the past services of the Irish Prop- 
erty Defense Association. After alluding to 
the strike against rent, the correspondent says: 
“In such a crisis the necessity for continued 
and increasing energy on the part of the asso- 
ciation is absolute, but where are the funds to 
come from? The Irish landlords have 
already taxed themselves to the utmost 
of their ability. Speaking generally, they 
have received littl or no rent in 
the past two or three years. They are obliged 
to live on borrowed money, and now that 
their credit as well as their ordinary sources 
of income is drying up, the supporters of the 
assoeiation cannot doubt that England will 
answer the assoeiation’s appeal.’’ 

The Pall Mall Gazette, discussing various 
remedies suggested for the state of Ireland, 
such as the suspension of jury trials, &c., 
comes to the conclusion that there are insuper- 
able objections to allof them. ‘‘ Wemay have 
to wait three years before the beginning of 
subsidence of the present ferment. We should 
prepare our minds and shape our policy ac- 
cordingly.” 

it is announced that The O’Donoghue, mem- 
ber of Parliament for Tralee, intends to accept 
the Governorship of Ceylon, and will resign 
his seat in the House of Commons. 

Lonpon, Dec. 3,—At the inquest at Belmul- 
let, in the case of Mary Deane, the second vic- 
tim of the recent riots, two witmesses swore 
that they saw Constable Sullivan deliberately 
fire after the order to cease firing had been 
given. Sullivan maintained that he never 
once fired. The Inspector and Head Constable 
ceposed that Sullivan’s rifle was found per- 
fectly clean. The jury, nevertheless, returned 
a. verdict ef murder against Sullivan. The 
Crown Solicitor said the verdict would be 
quashed in the Court of Queen’s Bench. 

LIMERICK, Dec. 2.—An attempt has been 
made to blow up the lodge of a house belong- 
ing to a gentleman named Considine. Nearly 
the whole of the roof was blown away, and 
the gable end was demolished. The keeper was 
seriously injured. The outrage is attributed 
to feeling created by evictions on the property. 

A number of civilians attacked a party of 
soldiers in a liquor shop here to-day. The 
military were summoned, and they cleared 
the streets at the point of the bayonet. 

DuBLin, Dec. 2.—The Gazetie offers £300 
reward for the discovery of the murderers of 
Bailiff Dillon. 

Tbree farmers have been arrested near 
Boyle under the Coercion act. 

The evictions on Lord Bantry’s estate have 
been concluded for the present. 
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ENGLISH AND SCOTCH LAND LAWS. 
MEETINGS OF FARMERS AT BIRMINGHAM AND 
ABERDEEN. 

Lonpon, Dec. 2.—Mr. James W. Bar- 
clay, Member of Parliament for Forfarshire, 
and well known as an advocate of a readjust- 
ment of thesystem of land tenure, addressing a 
meeting of farmers at Birmingham, for the pur- 
pose of explaining the provisions of the Land- 
lord and Tenant bill, drafted by the Farmers’ 


Alliance to amend the land laws of England, 
emphatically denied that the force of Ameri- 
can agricultural competition was spent. He 
said he had only recently returned from Amer- 
ica, and was strongly of the opinion that the 
competition would become more and more in- 
tense. 

The greatest demonstration ever held in 
Scotland in connection with land agitation 
took place yesterday at Aberdeen. Two thou- 
sand delegates, representing 40,000 farmers, 
were present. Several Scotch members of 
Parliament attended. Resolutions were passed 
demanding a general reduction of rents, com- 
pensation for improvements, the abolition of 
the laws of hypothec and entail, and other 
legislation in the imterest of tenant farmers, 
It was urged that the legislative changes re- 
quired must apply to existing leases. A Farm- 
ers’ Allianes for Scotland was formed.

OURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 





ABERDEEN, Dec. 2.—The body of the 
Earl of Crawford and Balcarres, who died in 
December, 1880, has been stolen from the Mor- 
tuary Chapel of Dunecht House, Aberdeen. 
The footprints of three persons have been dis- 
covered near the mouth of the crypt. It is 
conjectured that the robbery of the Earl’s 
body was suggested by reports of the revival 
of the negotiations for the recovery of the body 
of Mr. A. T. Stewart, of New-York. 

SHANGHAI, Dec. 2.—The telegraph line from 
Tientsin to Shanghai has been completed, 

Paris, Dec, 2.—Premier Gambetta has hand- 
ed to Gen. Chanzy his letters of recall as Am- 


bassador to Russia, and Gen. Chanzy will soon 
present them at St. Petersburg. ‘The General 
has accepted an important military command. 

Ata meeting of influential Americans con- 
vened by Mr. Morton, United States Minister, 
to take measures to raise subscriptions in aid 
of the construction of a monument and _ hos- 
pital in America in memory of the late Presi- 
dent Garfield, a committee, under the irec- 
tion of Mr. Morton, was appointed to receive 
subscriptions. 

The members of the Republican Left in the 
Senate have pronounced in favor of a partial 
revision ot the Constitution. 

Advices from Scutari announee that the 
agitation is increasing among the Krivoscians, 
A large Austrian force is collecting at Cattaro, 

Rome, Dec. 2.—The military estimates have 
been voted in the Chamber of Deputies by 186 
in the affirmative against 18 in the negative. 

Ata consistory to-day the Pope, after a short 
allocution, asked the dignitaries assembled 
whether they approved the project for the 
canonization of the following-named four: 
Labre, De Rossi, Laurent, and Claire, Unani- 
mous approval of the project was expressed. 

Maonrip, Dec. 2.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties to-day aresolution modifying the parlia- 
mentary oath so as to avoid doixg violence to 
the conscience of Deputies of any religious be- 
lief was taken into consideration with the con- 
sent of the Ministry. In the Senate, the bills 
for converting the redeemabie debt ana autho- 
rizing the Government to enter into negoiia- 
tions with the holders of the consolidated stoek 
were definitively adopted. 

Sr. PererssurG, Dec. 2.—The féte of the 
Order of St. George this year will be held at 
Gatchina. 

The Novoe Vremya and Viedemosti condemn 
as utterly groundless the rumors of impending 
changes in the higher branches of the admin- 
istration. 

LIVERPOOL, Dec. 2.—A dispateh from Lon- 
don states that Mr. West, Minister to the 
United States, has been instructed to re-call 
the matter af the ‘‘assassination press’ (cer- 
tain Irish organs) in the United States to the 
attention of the Government at Washington. 

ALEXANDRIA, Dec. 2.—The cholera at Mecca 
and Jeddah has practically been eradieated. 

BERLIN, Dec. 2.—In itis Ralehiaven during the 
debate on the home estimates, Baron von Bét- 
ticher, Secretary of State, spoke of the num- 
bers of persons who have emigrated during 
the last four years, and pointed to the great 
‘care bestowed upon emigrants on their arrival 


in America, as only calculated to foster the 
desire to emigrate. Herr Meyer, Liberal Dep- 
uty for Bremen, advocated a law for the pro- 
tection of emigrants, Herr Kapp, Secession- 
ist Deputy for Saxony, insisted that the Gov- 
ernment could not relinquish the care of emi- 
grants either in the ports of departure or of 
landing. 

Lonpon, Dec, 2.—A Paris dispatch says: 
**M. Paul Bert has chosen for his assistant in 
the Department of Worship M. Quilly, schis- 
matic priest, who was for some time Pére Hya- 
cinth’s vicar,’’ 

A telegram from Munich says: ‘Baron 
Frankenstein has gone to confer with King 
Ludwig upon the subject of the formation of 
a new Cabinet.”” It should be mentioned that 
the Ultramontanes have been lately making 
yreat efforts to overthrow the present Admin- 
stration. 

Mrs. Langtry will appear at the Haymarket 
Theatre at a matinée on the 15thinst. in aid of 
the Dramatic Fund. The performance will 
not be an amateur one. 

Further correspondence in regard to Af- 
ghanistan is published. The principal docu- 
ment is the solemn promise of the Ameer, 
written in January, never to undertake any- 
thing without the consent of the British Gov- 
ernment. 

It is reported that the Hon. Anthony Eve- 
lyn Ashley intends to resign the Secretary- 
ship of the Board of Trade, because he is dis- 
satisfied with the Government’s Irish policy. 

The agents of the Hamburg-American Steam- 
ship Line at Plymouth state that all the pack- 
ages of periodicals, books, and valuables of the 
cargo of the steamer Lessing will be forwarded 
to New-York by the steamer Wieland, and 
that the mails were forwarded to Liverpool on 
Tuesday last, and may, therefore, be expected 
to reach New-York by the steamer Britannic, 
which sailed from Liverpool yesterday. 

A St. Petersburg correspondent says he 
learns on good authority that in consequence 
of Gen. Ignatieff’s assurance in regard to the 
complete discomfiture of the Nihilists, the 
Emperor had determined to remove from 
Gatchina to St. Petersburg. Nicolai San- 
kowski’s attempt upon the life of Gen. 
Tchérévine has, however, caused the greatest 
consternation at Gatchina, and the return of 
the Cuurt is now indefinitely postponed. It is 
rumored that the Czar is so incensed with 
Gen. Ignatieff that he bas dismissed him from 
his post. r 

At the sale of the Duke of Marlborough’s 
Sunderland library yesterday, no remarkable 
priees were realized. It is understood that an 
offer of a lump sum of £25,000 from an 


agent for American libraries was de- 
clined previous to the sale. The most 
spirited competitions were for a _ book 


on the ‘‘ Virginian Colonies,” dated 1610, and 
Heggeson’s ‘‘ New-England Plantation,’”’ dated 
1641. An English dealer, however, out-bid 
American buyers for both works, paying £143 
and £111 for them, respectively.

THE COURSE OF THE LEADING MARKETS 
DURING THE WEKE. 

LonpDon, Dec. 2.—The Mincing-lane markets 
during the week were dull and unsettled. In China 
tea, common red-leaf Congus sold slightly under 
the recent depressed quotations; there was a rather 
better demand for common to fair. Coffee did not 
improve. Fair Channel Rio is worth 42s. A few 
parcelsof colory plantation Ceylon realized previ- 
ous values. Old crop was easier. Values of 
Guatemala were barely maintained. Costa Rica 
partly sold at low rates, Rice meets with increased 
attention; cargoes of Burmah, new crop, selling at 
a slight advance. Sugar was dull. There was 


more inquiry for refined. Beet was easier. Cinna- 
mon was in unusually large supply. Monday’s 
sales were at 3d. to 6d. under the rates of August. 
Many parcels which were withdrawn have since 
been disposed of at id. recovery. Spices were 
quiet. 

African bank shares were weak to-day on ac- 
count of reported heavy failures at the Cape. 


LIVERPOOL, Dee. 2.—A leading grain cir- 
cularsays: ‘* The grain trade continues dull at the 
various markeis. Wheatis lower and the demand, 
is restricted. Cargoes in all positions are in poor 
request. A few California cargoes have been sold 
for shipment. On the spot since Tuesday in wheat 
there was a retail busipvess, at rather cheaper rates. 
At to-day’s market there was the usual attendance, 
with a quiet feeling. Wheat wasin moderate de- 
mand at wichanged prices. Flour was in better in- 
quiry and improved. Corn was not specially active, 
and was less freely effered; prices were un- 
changed.” 

This week’s circular of the Liverpool Cotton 
Brokers’ Association says: * Cotton was in good 
demand, and there was considerable business, re- 
sulting in a marked advance in American and East 
Indian. American was in active:'demand. The 
current qualities being of moderate compass they 
were 8-16d., and others 1-l6d. to 4d. higher. Sea 
Island was in good general demand, and rather 
higher for medium Florida. Futures fluctuated, 
gaining generally 3-16d., but at the close of the 
week were 1-16d. below the highest point.”’ 

MANCHESTER, Dec. 2.—The Guardian, in its 
commercial article to-day, says: ‘*‘In no depart- 
ment has anythiny like a full business been done, 
notwithstanding the large sales in Liverpool and 
the hardening of prices. Buyers have already an- 
tisipated their wants freely. The present business 
isin small quantities. Sellers are very stiff, occa- 
sionally asking, but being unable to obtain, a 
trifling advance. 
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A FRENCH CONSUL BEATEN. 

Panama, Nov. 24.—From private sources it 
is ascertained that a serious question is pending 
between Guatemala and France. The question is 
a@ personal one, and somewhat similar to that 
which oecurred a few years ago in the case of the 
English Vice-Consul, Magee, at San José. The Sec- 
retary of the French Legation, a M. Pilet, appears 


to have been arrested, and some say beaten, by 
the Police, either with their sticks or with the butt- 
eud of a masket, and otberwise maltreated. The 
French Minister, M. Theirsaut, has reported the 
affair to his Government ina long dispatch, and is 
said to be very indignant at what he characterizes 
an outrage and insult. No details and no positive 
information on the subject have been received, but 
the above is the story as reported by trustworthy 
persons who arrived on the Colima on Nov. 21.

THE MYSTERY IN BUFFALO

TRYING TO UNRAVEL THE GRAVE 
ROBBERY CASE. 

MURDER AND A CONSPIRACY TO DBFRAUD 
INSURANCE COMPANIES BELIEVED TO BE 
INVOLVED—STATEMENTS OF PERSONS 
BROUGHT INTO THE MATTER — DIS- 
CHARGE AND REARREST OF ORRIN C. 
THOMAS. 


BuFFALo, N. Y., Dec, 2.—The Burnham 
Forest Lawn grave robbery insurance conspiracy, 
together with the desperate effort of Orrin C. 
Thomas, suspected of being an aecessory, to get 
out of the clutches of the law, nas become the sen- 
sation here. The complete unraveling of the mys- 
tery has been a slow and tedious operation. Thus 
far there is nothing positive that will go to show 
anything beyond the fact that a murder was really 
committed. The theory of the prosecution is now, it 
is thought, that Burnham, Thomas, and Parker, 
with perhaps some others, desired a body to repre- 
sent Burnham, and naturally applied toa man who 
had plenty in stock. Ferguson, janitor of the 
medical college, agreed to rent one to the con- 
spirators for a specified time, they agreeing to re- 
turn it, so thatit would not be missed from the 


college. Accordingly, the body, the poorest one, 
was taken from the vats and left in the college yard. 
Parker and his accomplices secured it, took it 
to Orrin C. Thomas’s house, placed it in 


Burnham's coffin, and buried it in Burnham's 
grave, When in the act of digging it up to return 


it to the college for redelivery to Ferguson, the 
conspirators were caught, and the whole plot has 
since been gradually developing. This theory is 
founded on some decidedly substantial facts, 
which, so far as can be ascertained, are revealed in 
the statements of various persons very reluctantly 
given. 

The Rev, Frederick Schelle, Pastor of St. Ste- 
phen’s Lutheran Church, says: ‘On the Wednesday 
following election day James H. Kennedy, of the 
law firm of Kennedy, Roberts, Meads & Norton, 
called on me and wanted me to perform the burial 
service at the grave of Edward G. Burnham, who, 
he said, had died of dysentery, and who was 28 
years old, anda client of his, whose will he had 


prepared. I consented, and in the afternoon 
Kennedy drove up with a hack, and with 
him I was driven to Forest Lawn. The 


procession had not yet arrived, so we killed 
the time by driving about for half an 
hour. We returred just as a hearse and three 
hacks were driven up. The box containing the 
corpse was lowered without my having seen the 
deceased man, asI did not go to the Thomas resi- 
dence, and the funeral ceremony was then by me 
conducted. There were not over 12 persons in the 
funeral party, and two of them were children. No 
tears were shed. At the conclusion of the funeral 
service I was driven home.”’ 

Mr. Kennedy says he was requested to get a cler- 
gyman to conduct the ceremonies at the grave by 
Charles A. Thomas, and on the way to the ceme- 
tery he told Mr. Schelle§ who Mr. Burnham was as 
it had been toid to him. He denies having ever 
seen Burnham or made his will. 

Dr. Davidson, who made a chemical analysis of 
the old man’s stomach, insists that death was 
caused by arsenical poisoning. as the condition of 
the organ and the poison proved it. 

Jobn Ferguson, the janitor of the medical col- 
lege, after being very hard pushed, states that he 
‘“was approached one evening, about Nov. 1, by a 
strange man as I was locking the front gates to the 
entrance of the college, who said something to me 
about furnishing him with a subject. I told 
him I had none on hand just then, and if 
I did have one I eould not let him have. it, 
as it was against my orders from the medical 
Faculty. This man wore a cap resembling the 
shape of that of a railway conductor, and had ona 
long, dark overcoat that nearly reached to his feet. 
He kept his face turned from me as much as 
possible so I could not see his features. 
After a long pariey he went away. An 
evening or two later, while L was locking the gates, 
this same man, I should judge from his talk and 
tone of voice, came to me again. it peing about 10 
o’clock. He renewed his request for a subject. I 
told him Ihad none. He then spoke of the subject 
I had that bad been rejected by the - medical 
Faculty as unfit for use. I made the reply 
that I would not part with it, as I could 
clean tne skeleton and sell it to some of the 
medical students. AsImade this reply three un- 
seen Inen made their appearance and stated they 
wanted a subject for scientific purposes to take to 
Svracuse. N. Y. lreplied that the body was not in 
a fit condition to ship. They repiied that they 


would come and take it away themselves 
and save me any trouble, and asked 
how mueh 1 wanted for it. I told them 


it was worth something to me, asI could use it. 
At the same time I told them i did not want to get 
into any trouble. They were good talkers, and as 
it was getting late they went away. I think it was 
the evening before election some persons come to 
me for the third time. This time they were very 
anxious to get the body to send to Syra- 
cuse. [ knew that my orders were not to 
let the body go out of my possession. But the per- 
sons made me believe they were all right, and when 
they asked me my price I told them $7 or $8. They 
or me $8 for the body. I placed it outside the 

uilding in the yard, and they carried itaway. I 
cannot tell who the men were. One,if I remember 
right, had a heavy, black mustache. The men 
were all of large build. They kept their faces 
averted from the light, so I could not distinguish 
their features.”’ 

Burnham insured his life for $4,000 in the Mutual 
Aid and Accident Assoeiation of Rochester 
through Charles A. Thomas, their Buffalo agent. 
There is a marked discrepancy between Burnham's 
signature to the application and that upon the 
hotel register. In personal appearance he closely 
resembled Parker, the undertaker, now in jail at 
Clifton, Ontario, and awaiting extradition. Burn- 
ham, it is believed, is a myth, and that some one of 
the conspirators personated him in making out the 
insurance application, again at the East Buffalo 
Hotel and at Orrin Thomas’s house, and that 
the same man—the alleged Burnham—attended his 
own funeralin one of the close cabs. This myth 
Burnham was insured in the Mutual Benefit, of 
Rochester, for $4.000; the Mutual Aid and Accident 
for $2,000, the Mutual Benefit Life, of Hartford, 
Conn., for $2,000, and the Home Guardian, of Jack- 
son, Mich., for $2,000—in all $10,000. In the original 
application to the Rochester Aid and Accident, 
Burnham referred.the association to a man in 
North Collins, Erie County, for recommendation. 
The North Collins man, who, it is said, is 
a relative of Charles A. Thomas, appeared before 
the Grand Jury to-day and swore that he never 
even heard of such a man as Edward G. Burnham. 
The Aid and Accident Company of Rochester has 
decided that it will accept no more applications on 
Dr. H. E. Colton’s examination; Colton signed the 
Burnham death certificate. Agent Charles 

Thomas’s suspension is now being con- 
sidered by the Executive Committee of the asso- 
ciation. Thomas secured about 15 policies for the 
company, none of the insured having yet died 
save Burnham. Orrin C. Thomas was discharged 
by Police Justice King this afternoon, as the Dis- 
trict Attorney would produce no more witnesses 
for the present. He was immediately rearrested 
on a bench warrant charging him with murder 
and grave robbery and taken before Judge Ham- 
mond, of the County Ceurt, who adjourned his 
examination until to-morrow afternoon.

Hamburg Station with rapid speed, to-night, and 
was thrown out near the station. Although the 
engine‘did not‘leave the track, the engineer, Thomas 
Conner, was badly, and James Graham, the fire- 
man, slightly, injured, and were unable to manage 
the engine.

THE SMALL COTTON CROP. 
New-OrLEans, Dec. 2.—The Democrat pub- 
lishes special telegrams from all portions of the 
cotton country, giving the latest news of the con- 
dition of the crop. The reports from Alabama 
show a decrease in the-crop of 20 per cent. as com- 
pared with that of last year. In Arkansas the en- 
tire crop is gathered, and will range from 40 to 50 
ent. below that of last year. In Georgia 
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the crop%will be generally one-third short, except 
around Columbus, where the yield is better than 
last season. Parishes in Louisiana show a great 
difference in yield, Morehouse not raising one- 
third of a crop, while St. Landry has nearly an 
average yield. The yield for Mississippi is about 
69 per cent., somewhat Jess than was anticipated.

NEW SUGGESTIONS MADE TO THE STATE 


COMMISSION. 

HARTFORD, Conn., Dec. 2.—Prof. Wayland, 
of New-Haven, and John A. Tibbetts, of New-Lon- 
don, two of the three special Commissioners (the 
Hon. Nathaniel Wheeler, of Bridgeport, being 
absent) on the revision of the liquor law of the 
State, gave a hearing in this city to-day. The 
principal speaker before them was the Hon. Wil- 
liam Hamersly, State Attorney for Hartford 
County, who said at the outset that he thought 
there was very little need of trying to improve the 


present law by amendment, as so many 
changes are demanded that there should be 
a uew enactment. He objected to the pres- 
ent plan of granting an unlimited num- 
ber of licenses upon the recommendation 
of the Selectmen and the action of the County 
Commissioners. There should be a limit to the 
number to be issued in every town voting for 
license, and after recommendations have been 
made out and all the applications presented, the 
sellers who are favored, if exceeding the allotment 
to the town, should bid for privileges. This would 
secure a better class of men to conduct the busi- 
ness. The whole matter of licenses should be 
taken out of the hands of the County Commission- 
ers and lodged with the Superior Court in each 
county, which would further tend to give the Dusi- 
ness to men of better character. As to the super- 
vision of the business and the enforcement of the 
law, he would do away entirely with the prosecut- 
ing agents, who now get fees for prosecutions, ana 
are under the temptation of manufacturing testi- 
mony. and have one man put at the head of a State 
department, leaving him to appoint a deputy in 
each county, these men to be paid yearly salaries. 
In explaining in detail his objection to the present 
law, he showed from his own experience the diffi- 
culty of maintaining proseeutions successfully in 
court where the petnetpal reliance of the State is 
upon the testimony worked up by the prosecuting 
agents. The Commissioners will hold several more 
meetings at different places before preparing their 
report for submission to the Legislature. 
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PATTI’S RECEPTION IN BOSTON. 
DOING HER BEST FOR AN EXTHUBIASTIC 
AUDIENCE. 

Boston, Dec. 2.—Mme. Patti’s first 


appearance here to-night in the Music Hall 
was the brilliantt event of the season, far out- 
shining anything preceding it. Her audience was 
a splendid one both in character and appearance. 
It would be difficult anywhere to see gathered a 
more magnificent array of substantial men and fine 
women. The host of musical and eultured 
Boston was present. There were two generations 
represented—the admirers of young Patti 20 years 
ago,and the younger race, both ready to enjoy, to ap- 


plaud, and, if necessary, to gush. This audience was 
rewarded by a rather unique concert. while 
the artists were amply rewarded in turn for their 
efforts by the audience, remarkable for strength, 
numbers, and generosity. The programme was 
similar to that presented at Brooklyn. A fine 
scratch orchestra did justice to its work, including 
the overture of Rossini’s ‘“* William Tell."’ Signor 
Salvati sang well and madea good impression. 
Mlie. T. Castellan’s violin solo was played with 
much feeling and good finish. Gorno’s piaying was 
somewhat too dainty and stilted for so vigorous a 
mareh and such a house. Nicolini was pleasantly 
received, but he suffered bv comparison with Cam- 
panini. His voice was slightly harsh in the vigorous 
passages. 

Patti’s own reception was very cerdial. She 
looked her hest, evidently tried to do her best, and 
sang her best. She gave her ‘Echo Song” as her 
first number, then the waltz from “ Dinorah.’’ and, 
with ample support, the third scene of *‘ Faust,” 
the latter, as in the Brooklyn concert, being 
given in costume, on an improvised stage, and 
which was to many the crowning feature of the 
evening. In her appearance she looked to Boston 
eyes very English, especially as Margaret. Her voice, 
method, and manner are pronounced by many to 
be very near perfection. A very slight harshness 
in her upver notes when she sang very strongly 
was detected. The middle and lower register was 
as beautiful as a dream, and the piano passage was 
moving in the extreme.She made a noble impression, 
and won such demonstrations from her audienee 
as are only accorded by such audiences to those 
who reach the highest standard. For the special 
occasion the hall was extensively and quite taste- 
fully decorated with a profusion of hanging lace, 
bunting, fiowers.evergreens,and tropical plants. The 
face of the uppertier of galleries was hung with 
flags of the principal nations, festooned with 
smilax, and the lower tier with lace and 
evergreen. Baskets of flowers and plants 
were hung between the lights, and _ the 
monogram ‘‘A. P.,"’ in colors, was displayed 
in many places and styles.

GUITEAU’S STORY FINISHED 


THE ASSASSIN MAKES SOME DA¥ 
AGING ADMISSIONS. 

HE IS FORCED TO ACKNOWLEDGE THAT Ae 
CALCULATED ON A GOOD SALE FOR HIS 
BOOK AFTER THE CRIME-—-HOW HE LAY 
IN WAIT FOR HIS VICTIM—NO REMORSA 
FOR HIS ACT—THE CROSS-EXAMIMNATIOY 
SUDDENLY CLOSED. 

WasHineTon, Dee. 2.—The court having 
been called to order and the prisoner brought in 
and placed in the witness stand, Mr. Porter rose t¢ 
continue the cross-examination, but was interrupt- 
ed by the prisoner, who said: “‘I desire to say ta 
you, Judge, and to this honorable court, that I de« 
cline to answer any more questions by a repetitioz 
of what we have already had. If you haye“any: 
thing new, Iam ready to answer; otherwise not, 
unless by special direction of the eourt.” 

The cross-examination was then continned af 
follows: 

Q.—Was it one of your purposes in killing the 
President to create a demand for your book? A.— 
One of the objects was to preach the Gospel as sei 
forth in my book. 

Mr. Porter repeated the question, and was an 
swered sullenly, ‘““I have answered it.” The 
question being again repeated, the prisoner ap< 
pealed to the court as to whether he had not 
already answered. The court having held that the 
question must be answered more specifically, the 
prisoner replied in the affirmative. 

Q.—You regard your book asthe Gospel? A.— 
As an important expianation of the Bible. I claim 
that it is a collateral Gospel. I undertake to say 
that the book is the Bible brought down to the 
present day. In so far as there is any truth in any 


book it comes from the Deity, and I claim that it 
contains important truth. 
aeneere you read a good deal about Napoleon’ 

-—NO. 

Q.—When you wrote: “ The President’s nomina 
tion was an act of God; his election was an act oi 
God; his removal was an act of God,” did you 
have Napoleon’s bulletins in yourmind? A.—(Ap 
parently gratified)—That is the way I express my- 
self—sharp, pointed, sententious. If you want te 
see a specimen of that kind of style, look through 
my book. 

Mr. Porter—I think you have remarkable powet 
of brain, and whatever your brother-in-law may 
think, lL appreciate your ability. 

The Prisoner, (highly pleased)—I thank yon, 
Judge, for your good opinion. 

Mr. Porter (significantly)—I think that is the 
opinion of every juror, 

The Prisoner, (excitedly)—I take my chance be- 
fore thiscourt and the jury on the fact tnat the 
Deity inspired the act. I amnot a fool, and the 
Deity never employed a fool to do his work. He 

ut it into my brain and heart and left me to work 
it out in my own way. 

Q.—And you did? 
the Deity. 

Q.—He did not give you an after sanction? A.— 
The pressure on me commenced about six weeks 
before the actual shooting. I was a predestined 
man from the foundation of the world to do this 
act, and I had to do it. 

Q.—You believe in the doctrines of predestina- 
tion? A.—-Most decidedly. I claim that I am a 
man of destiny. You spoke of Napoleon. He 
thought he was a man of destiny, though he had 
different work fromme. I am a man destiny as 
much as the Saviour, or Paul, or Martin Luther, o1 
any of those religious men. 

Q.—And your destiny was to kill Garfield? A.— 
It was my destiny toobey the Divine will, and let 
him take care of it. I put up my life and I have 
not been hung or shot yet. 

Q.—And you did not expect to be? A.—I had no 
expectation except to do the Divine will and let 
Him take care of me. I am satisfied with the 
Deity’s conduct of this case up to the present mo- 
ment. 

Q.—When were you first inspired? A.—I decline 
to discuss this matter with you any further. [have 
gone over the whole ground several times before, 
and the papers are full of itthis morning. If you 
want any more ideas on that subject, I refer you to 
the papers. I will not be annoyed in this way any 
more. The court and jury and the country under- 
stand it, Now, if you have gut anything newI will 
entertain you, otherwise not. 

Q.—Was it the same sort of inspiration that 
caused vou to jointhe Oneida Community which 
inspired you to kill Garfield? A.—It was from the 
same Deity. 

Q.—And communicated in the same way? A.— 
(With excitement)—My inspiration always comes 
upon me as the result of pressure. I do not be- 
lieve in spiritualism or anything of that kina. I 
have communication with the Deity as the result 
of pressure. Sometimes pressure comes upon my 
brain, my spirit, and my heart. That is the way I 
got into the Oneida Community. 

Q.—Did the Deity inspire you to leave there? A. 
—I decline to answer. Ihave gone over that sey- 
eral times. I refer you to the newspapers. 

Q.—But the jury is not permitted to read the 
papers? A.—They have heard my statement on 
that point several times, and that ought to satisfy 
any gentleman. 

Q.—When the Deity inspired you to leave the 
Oneidagcommunityzand to establish a ftheocratic 
paper, that turned out to bea failure? A.—I did 
not actually start the paper, although I consulted 
aboutit. I do not considerthat the time had come 
to establish that kind of paper. 


PRETENDED ‘‘ INSPIRATIONS’? AND ‘“* DEVILISH 
DELUSIONS.”’ 

Mr. Porter went on to cross-examine the pris- 
oner, with the object of showing that the pre 
tended inspirations in regard to a theocratic daily, 
to the book called ‘* Truth,” to the lecture on thé 
secend coming of Christ, &c., were merely bor 
rowed from the ideas of Noyes, and that portions 
of the book and lecture were plagarisms from the 
book called “‘ The Berean.”’ Regarding the prison: 
ers departure from the Oneida Community, Mr 
Porter put in evidence a letter written by the pris- 
oner in April, 1865, in which he says that he is leay- 
ing in obedience to an irresistible conviction that 
if he did not do it woe would be upon him; that he 


must obey the will of God; that God and his eon- 
science were driving him to battle and that he 
dared not draw back. 

A package of manuscript tied together was 
shown to the prisoner and admitted to be his writ 
ing; although he said it appeared to be mutilated, 
having neither head nor tail. The District Attor 
ney then proceeded to read the document from 4 
printed slip, and the prisoner cautioned Mr. Sco- 
ville to follow the reading with the original, be 
cause he was “afraid to trust those men.” The 
document is a paper written by Guiteau to the 
Oneida Community at the time of his leaving, 
and is principally devoted to advocating 
his theory of establishing a great theo 
cratic paper. The substance of it has al: 
ready been published. The prisoner listened 
attentively to the reading, interrupting now and 
then to make some explanation. ‘*That’s a very 
strong idea,” he commented, when the idea’ ot 
establishing a numberof theocratic papers was 
mentioned. ‘“*The idea was to make the world an 
entire community. It was a grand conception, but 
not at all feasible, the way tais world is run. There 
are too many bad people in this worid.” 

A note was also read which had been written to 
the Community by Guiteau, and in which he con- 
fessed his love for, and subordimation to Mr. 
Noyes, and withdrew ail charges previoysly made 
against him. The prisoner’s comment ou this was 
made in a conversational tone: “You want,” he 
said, *‘to imagine yourselves in hell, ladies and 
gentlemen, and you will get some idea:of my feel- 
ing in the Oneida Community.” 

A letter addressed by Guiteau to a member of 
the Community was also introduced in evidence. 
In this he says: ‘‘Whenin the world I had a pro 
gramme of my own, but God smashed that and 
huried me into the Community.” He also refers te 
himself as acreature of predestination, but state¢ 
that having God’s work to do he would not aban 
don it for the wealth of the Rothschilds or the 
fame of Napoleon. ‘That is so, now,” murmured 
the prisoner. 

The letter written by Guiteau asking to be re 
ceived back into the Community was next read. 
He states that he gave up his project of establish- 
ing a theocratic paper because he was not up to 
the “tricks of the newspaper trade,” and, further, 
that the project was a “devilish delusion.” 

The Prisoner—It was no devilish delusion. It 
was an inspired idea, but not feasible. 

The eross-examination was then resumed. 

Q.—Do you not think that you ever had a devil 
ish delusion? A.—No, Sir. Idonothave devilish 
delusions. Noyes believed im devilish delu- 
sions. The devil and the Almighty ‘are fightin 
it out according to him. I believe in a perso 
devil. There is an article in my littlecbook about 
it. It is good reading, Judge. 

Mr. Porter—I have read it with a:good deal o' 
pleasure. . 

The Prisoner—There ure good ideas:in it. It has 
not been published yet, Judge. 

Q.—Do yeu believe tho devil temptsmen? A.— 
Most decidedly. He tempts them to do evil, and 
that isthe reason, when pressed to doa thing, } 
first question whether it is the devil or the Deity. 

Q.—And that was so when the question came up 
about killing the President? A.—For two or three 
weeks I entertained the proposition, praying the 
Deity not to let me make any mistake. And the 
confirmation of the fact came to me in the faci 
that the newspapers were denouncing Garfield, an 
I saw the necessity of bis removal, for the good 0! 
the American people. If the political situation h 
not existed, then I should have said that it was th¢ 
inspiration of the devil; but the political si 
required the removal of the President for the 
of the American people; and that is the way

You are entirely too free 
with the word. 

Q.—Are you not on trial for murder? A.—So it 
is said. ‘t you use the proper word—“re- 
moved.” 

Mr. Porter—. can use the word “removed,”’ but 
it is as repulsive to me as ‘‘ murder” is to you. 

The ine ag PB ee a presume you have 
a big fee for this, Judge? You are working on con- 
ditions, I see. 

Q.—You are a age aged man in your azotions of 
a? A.—I decline to answer. Go back to the- 
ology. 

Q.—(Suddenly)—What is your theory of your de- 
fense? A.—I stated it very frequently. If you 
have not the comprehension to see it by this time, 
I will not attempt to enlighten you. 

.—Your defense is that you are legally insane 
and not in fact insane, is it? A.—The defense is 
that it is the Deity’s act and not mine. 

Q.—Are you insane at all? A.—A good many 
people think Iam badly insane, The Oneida ee 
thought so, my father thought so, and my relatives 
thought so, and still think so. 

Q.—You told the jury you were not insane ? A.— 
Iam not anexpert. Let the experts and the jury 
decide whether I am insane. 

Q.—Did you expect at the tlme you shot the 
President to be tried for it? A.—I had no expec- 
tation about it. My only thought was to execute 
the Divine will, and let Him take care of me. I 
would not have been deterred from the act if I nad 
known I should have been shot in five minutes. I 
decline to discuss the subject any further with you. 
If you want any light read the newspapers. I am 
unwilling to have the time of the honorable court

THE NIGHT BEFORE THE MURDER, 

The prisoner was then questioned as to the night 
he followed Gen. Garfield to Mr. Blaine’s house, 
but he declined to answer any more questions on 
that point without positive directions from the 
court. 

The Court—(To the prisoner)—You ought to an- 
swer; your refusal to answer will operate against 
you.

Q.—Did you lurk in an alley that night while the 
President was at Mr. Blaine’s house? A.—I saw 
Gen. Garfield one evening come out of the White 


House about 7 o’clock. I was in the park opposite 
the White House. He passed along the end of the 
ark, crossed down the street, passed Wormley’s 
otel, and went to Mr. Blaine’s house. I was sev- 
eral yards behind him. 

Q.—Walking after him? A.—I walked along on 
the opposite side of the street. 

—Was the pistol loaded? A.—It was loaded. 

Q.—Did —_ intend to killhim? A.—I intended 
to remove him. 

Q.—That night? A.—No, Sir. 

Q.—Why did you follow him if you did not in- 
tend to remove him? A.—I walked down that way, 
as Ll hada perfect right to do. 

Q.—Then it was merely in the assertion of your 
right as a free citizen that you walked, dogging the 
President? A.—Possibly. 

Q.—Did youtake out your pistol? A.—Yes, I 
took it out. 

Q.—Did you point it at him? A.—[Imitating Mr. 
Porter’s tones and grinning maliciously.]—No, Sir; 
I did not point it at him. 

Q.—When he came out of Mr. Blaine’s house was 
he alone? A.—Mr. Blaine was with him, Iam 
glad you have given me achance of telling about 
it. (To Mr. Porter, who was about putting another 
question.] Now wait a moment. Gen. Garfield 
and Mr. Blaine came out arm in arm, and passed 
down onthe opposite side of the street. It was 

about 7 o’clock on the evening of the Ist of July. 

Q.—Did you hear them talk? A.—Now, wait a 
moment. I want to tell you some news. They 
were in a most delightful and cozy fellowship. 
dust as hilarious as two young school-girls. They 
had their heads together this way, [making a mo- 
tion.}] Biaine was striking the air like this, Limitat- 
ing,] and Garfieid was listening very attentively. 
Their fellowship was perfectly delightful, [with a 
horrible facial expression and a wolf-like exhibition 
of teeth.}| It proved what the Stalwart and liberal 
papers were saying, to wit: that Garfield had 
sold himself, soul and body, to Blaine, and that 
Blaine was using Garfield to destroy the Stalwart 
glement of the Nation. That was the first oceult— 
{hesitating and correcting himself}—eye evidence 
that I had of their exceeding intimacy; and it con- 
firmed what I had been reading for weeks in the 
newspapers. 

Q.—Then you did not believe, until that night in 
July, that there was any such public necessity 
forthe removal of the President? A.—I did believe 
{t allalong. This was apositive eye confirmation 
of what the newspapers were saying, to wit, that 
Garfield was entirely under Blaine’s control. 
Blaine is a bold, wicked, vindictive man, and I tell 
him soto his face. I say, furthermore, that Mr. 
Blaine is morally responsible for Mr. Gar- 
field’s death. If it had not been for 
Blaine’s influence over Garfield Garfield 
would have been alive to-day. He would not have 
disrupted the Republican Party and imperiled the 
Repablic. There would have been no necessity 
for his remova!, and hence there would have been 
no necessity for the inspiration of his removal. 
But enough of that. 

Q.—Had you ever before tried to kili Mr. Gar- 
field? A.—(Again imitating Mr. Porter’s tones and 
snarling at him)—No; i had neyer before tried to 
kill Mr. Garfield. 

Mr. Porter then led the prisoner through all the 
circumstances of his going to the church which 
Mr. Garfield attended, seeing him in his pew, after- 
ward examining the pew through the window from 
the outside, and thinking whether that would not 

de a good place to remove him. On being further 
pressed as to the inspiration he refused in an angry 
sone to discuss the subject any further. He did 
aot think it necessary to irritate the public and to 
— the court and jury with any more of such 
talk. 

Here the District Attorney interposed with the 
tugrestion that as the prisoner was tired the court 
—— now take a recess, which was accordingly 

one. 


After the recess Mr. Porter questioned the pris- 
oner as to his visit to the jail prior to the day of 
the shooting. The prisoner stated that that visit 
hed been made after the inspiration had first seized 
him, and that its purpose was to see where he 
would go under human law. 

The examination was then addressed to the oc- 
currences of the night before the shooting. when 
the prisoner followed the President and Mr. Blaine. 
The prisoner said he had not shot at the President 
that night because it was hot and sultry, 

@.—And you were afraid you would make Mr. 
Blaine sweat? A.—No, Sir, 

Q.—Did you think it would make you hotter to 
pull that trigger ? (inquired Mr. Porter, raising his 
ig and making a motion as if shooting with a pis- 

01.) 

The Prisoner—(Contemptuously)—Oh, don’t put 
pb so much style with the trigger. 

Q.—Did you think so? A.—(Imitating)—No, Sir, I 
Sid not think so. It was extremely hot and I did 
not féel like it at that particular time. 

Q.—You felt like it when you did shoot?

Q.—There was a remonstrance against the mur- 
der in you allthe time? A.—No, Sir, 1 never had a 
coneeption of itasa murder. Ihave no idea of it 
asamurder. (Impatiently) You have gone over 
thie two or three times. 

Q.—You never had a remonstrance after the Ist 
of June? A.—Never. 

Q.—In your own conscience? A.—In my own 
conscience. It was simply a quession of oppor- 
tunity. 


Q.—Did the Deity tell you that? A,—The Deity 
told me to remove him whenever an opportunity 
occurred. i 

Q.—That was His language? A.—In substance, it 
was. 

Mr. Porter having again questioned the pris- 
pner as to his pistol practice prior to the shooting; 
the latter turned to the court and saia: ‘If your 
Honor please, I want to know if it is necessary for 
Judge Porter to go through this business again. [ 
do not see the pertinence of this kind of talk. and I 
ask the protection of the court. If you have any 
new question, Iam willing tosolveit. I object to 
gomme over this ground again. If youhaveany new 

deas you want to show and elucidate, I will assist 
you.’ 

Mr. Porter then called the prisoner’s attention to 
the fact that he had made arrangements to go to 
the jail, and inquired why he had done so. f 

The prisoner replied that he was afraidof being 
mobbed before he could explain his views to the 
people. They would say that he was a disappoint- 
ed office-seeker, and would hang him up. That 
was the only possible motive they could concoct 
for the act, 

THE WITNESS BECOMES SULKY. 

Mr, Porter then put some questions as to the oc- 
turrence of Jane 18, when the prisoner refrained 
from shooting the President on account of Mrs, 
Garfield’s presence, and finally asked: “If Mrs. 
Garfield had been with the President on July 2, 
would you have shot him?’ A.—No,I should not 
have shot him in her presence. I did not know 
what the effeet might be on her. 

Q.—Then it depended entirelyon your will? A. 
—It depended on whether I hada suitable oppor- 


tunity. 

Mr. Porter inquired why he would not have shot 
the President in Mrs. Garfield’s presence. 

The Prisoner-—If hs head is so thick that you 
can’t get the idea in, I won’t try to pound it in. 
Don’t ask your questions in a mean, sickly sort of 
way.” 

Mr. Porter pressed his question, whereupon the

The prisoner then gave an account of his actions 
on the morning of July 2. He had slept the pre- 
vious night, at the Riggs House, had risen early and 
sat in Lafayette Park some time before breakfast. 
After breakfast he went to his room and put his 
revolver in his pocket. A little before 9 o’clock he 
went to the depot and had his boots blacked. 

Q.—Did you want to bein full dress when you 
killed him? A.—(Drawling)—No, I didn’t want to 
be in full dress. I don’t want to be interrupted. 

Mr. Porter—And I don’t want to be interrupted. 

The Prisoner—Then keep quiet. 

The prisoner then proceeded with his story, 
Blaine and the President drove up in a single-horse 
carriage and not in the White House carriage, 
which showed how much the President was under 
Blaine’s influence. Blaine was blowing and blow- 
ing and the President was listening. They were on 
the most intimate relations. Blaine got out of one 
side of the carriage and Garfield out of the other. 
They walked into the depot and passed within a 
few feet of the prisoner,:who drew his weapon and 
fired twice and hit him once. : 

Q.—You shot him in the back? A.—I did not fire 
at any particular place. 

Q.—Did you not fire for the hollow of his back? 
A.—My intention was to shoot him inthe back. | 

Q.—Did you think that if he got two balls in his 
back it would remove him? A.—I thought so. 

Ho~ane you intended to put them there? A.— 
I did. 

Q.—(in a solemn manner)—And from that hour to 
this you have never felt regret or remorse? A.—I 
regret giving pain or trouble to any one, but I have 
no doubt as to the necessity of the actor the 
divinity of the act. 

Q.—You have never hinted at any remorse? A. 
—My mind is a perfect blank on that subject. 

Q.—Do you fee] any more remorse about render- 
ing his wife a widow and her children fatherless 
than about breaking the leg of that puppy dog? 
A.—I have no conception of it as murder or killing. 

Q.—And you feel no remorse? A.—(In a low and 
almost inaudible tone)—Of course I feel remorse, so 
far as my personal feelings are concerned; I feel 
remorse as much as apy man, and regret the neces- 
sity of the act, but— (raising his voice.) 

Mr. Porter—The cross-examination is closed. 

“But,” continued the prisoner, excitedly, ‘‘my 


came my personal feelings. If the Lord had not in- 
spired that act it would not have been done.”’ 


THE RE-DIRECT EXAMINATION. 

Mr. Scoville then proceeded with the re-direet 
examination of the prisoner as foliows: 

Q.—Is your feeling at present, or has it been at 
any time since the 2dof July last, any different 
from whatit wasat the time of the shooting in 
that respect? A.—No difference whatever. I 
have been just asclearas tothe divinity of the 
act, and asto the necessity for it for the good of 
the American people, since the first day of June as 
aman can be on anything. 

Q.—Did you have, before the shooting, any feel- 
ing such as we would call a human or humane 
feeling on account of the suffering which might 


be produced by youract? A.—From the middle 
of May to about the Ist of June all my natural 
feelings were against the act. That was the period 
when my natural feelings were excited, but since 
that time I have not had the slightest doubt as to 
the necessity for the act and the divinity of it; not 
the slightest doubt that the whole tiing was in-

Q.—Did the matter present itself to your mind in 
the ordinary view of humanity as to whether it 
woud cause personal suffering ornot? A.—No, I 
never had any conception of it in that way at all. 
My mind was a perfect blank on it. 

Q.—Do you recollect the interview which I had 
with youinthe jail two days after the shooting? 
A.—Yes. Col. Corkhill and his stenographer, Mr. 
Bailey, were present, and I want to say here what 
I have not said before. I told Mr. Scoville and 
Col. Corkhi!l tnat I did not think the President 
would recover because the Lord did not wish him 
to recover. 

Mr. Scoville asked some questions in explanation 
of his letters to the Oneida Community and in ref- 
erence to his proposed purchase of the Chicago 
inter- Ocean. 

In reply to questions by Mr. Davidge, the pris- 
oner stated that his scheme in regard to the Chi- 
cago Jnter- Ocean had since been carried out by 
others, and that it was now a prosperous newspa- 
per. The idea of a theocratic paper had not been 
carried out. After first leaving the Oneida Com- 
munity he had goneto their New-York agency in 
August, 1865, and had remained there till Novem- 
ber, 1865, when he went back to the parent institu- 
tion and remained till November, 1866. He had 
then a final settlement with the Community. 

This closed the examination of the prisoner, who 
was then conducted (looking completely worn out) 
from the witness stand to his regular seat beside 
his counsel. 

Mr. Scoville then cailed to the witness stand Dr. 
Alexander Neil, of Columbus, Ohio, who testified 
to seeing the prisoner there three or four years ago. 
The prisoner was then engaged in the laudable en- 
terprise of attempting to lecture on theology and 
to sell an inspired volume of his own authorship, 
and which he said was one of the finest literary 
productions that ever emanated from an inspired— 

“Tam sorry to contradict you,” interposed the 
prisoner, ** but I never said so.”’ 

The witness had several conversations with him, 
and yvas under the impression (which he expressed 
to his friends at the time) that the prisoner was a 
lunatic. 

Mr. Davidge—Had you any occasion to examine 
him in relation to responsibility for crime? A.—I 
had not. 

Mr. Scoville calied Emery A. Storrs, Charles B. 
Farwell, and other witnesses, but, as none of them 
responded, the court, at 2:30 o’clock, adjourned.

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED PLEDGING ABSSIST- 
ANCE TO IRISHMEN AT HOME, 
CuHicaGo, Dec. 2.—The morning session of 
the Irish Convention adopted a platform and reso- 
lutions substantially reciting the grievances of the 
people of Ireland and expressing a determination 
to aid in the support of the Land League, An ad- 
dress of sympathy and encouragement was also 
adopted. The following are the resolations in full: 
Resolved, That_as, in the words of the American 
Declaration of igen gg en aon “the consent of the 
governed is the only power from which a Gov-

as, in the words of 
Majesty’s present Cabinet Ministers, Mr. Jesepn 
Chamberlain, *‘after 100 years of English rule in lre- 
land, English rule there can enly be maintained by 
50,000 bayonets,” this convention declares English 
rule in Ireland to be without either jegal or moral 
sanction, and demands the catablishment in Ireland 
of a national Government based upon the will of the 
Irish people. 

Resolved, That, as the English Government has 
avowed the resclve to subjugate the Lrish nation 
by wholesale eviction, by the arrest of every 
friend of the popular cause, by the suspension of every 
the terrorism of military 
force; and as the Irish people have shown an 
equal aetermination to meet these, end by passive re- 
sistance defeat this attack on their liberties, this con- 
vention, representing the Irish-American race, pledge 


| the people of Irish birth and Irish descent in this 


country tostand by the people at home in this mo- 
mentous struggle to the full extent of their power and 
resources. 

Resolved, That this convention thoroughly indorses 
the policy of the Irish leaders at Home in the 
preeent crisis; that we have entire confi- 
dence in their patriotism and  statesmanship, 
and that we tender to them and to the 
Irish people at large the expression of our sympathy 
and assurance that in every struggle against Brivish 
rule they will be fully sustained by their kindred in 
America. 

Resolved, That we hezrtily indorse the “norent” 
manifesto of the Irish National Land League at once 
as the best available weepon to strike their landlord 
jailers, and asa swift and smiting fustrument to abol- 
ish utterly a bad and hateful system, and as the 
fitting answer of the Irish pepple to the attempt of 
the coercion minority to force the acceptance of de- 
fective legisiation at the point of the bayonet.

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A REPORT BY THE CONTROLLER 
OF THE CURRENCY. 

THE DUTIES OF NATICNAL BANK EXAMIN- 
ERS AND DIRECTORS—PROPORTION OF 
CHECKS, PAPER MONEY, AND COIN USED 
BY THE BANKS IN THE TRANSACTION OF 
BUSINESS, 

WasuHInecTon, Dec. 2.—That part of the re- 
port of the Controller of the Currency which treats 
of the Duties of Directors and Examiners” and 
‘the proportion of checks, paper money, and coin 
used by the national banks of this country in the 
transaetion of business” contains some interest- 
ing reflections upon the recent failure of the Me- 
chanics’ National Bank of Newark. Section 5,147 
of the Revised Statutes provides that Directors 
shall diligently and honestly administer the affairs 
of the institution with which they are connected, 
and section 5,186 permits the Directors to prescribe 
by-laws to regulate the conduct of its general busi- 
ness. Under the last-named section by-laws are 
generally adopted providing fora standing com- 
mittee, known as the. Exchange Committee, ap- 
pointed by the Directors every -six months, 
with power to discount and _ purchase 
notes and bills and other evidences of 
debt, buy and sell bills of exchange, and 
reports all such transactions at each regular 
meeting; the board shall ‘appoint, every three 
months, a committee to examine the bank’s affalrs, 
count its cash, compare assets and liabilities with 
the balance on the general ledger, to ascertain 
that the books are correctly kept and the bank 
sound and solyent, and this examination is to be 
reported at each regular meeting.. The object of 
the regulations is to keep the Directors informed 
in detail as to what notes and bills are discounted, 
and establish a check upon'the Cashier, Teller, and 
book-keeper. The duties of the Directors are 
plainly defined, and however innocent they may 
be of intention of fwrong, they are responsible 
for the safety of funds committed to their care. 
If it can be shown that any of them had notice of 
illegal transactions, it is a serious question whether 
they are not legally bound to make good losses, 


and whether they are not liable for losses from 
neglect of duty. If this is not the proper construc- 
tion of the law, Congress should consider whether 
additional legislation upon this subject is not 
required. The National Bank act is_ full 
of restrictions intended to protect the banks by 
imposing general rules, aud it isthe duty of the 
Examiner to ascertain whether the officers of the 
bank are complying with the Jaw or violating its 
provisions, to the end that they may be properly 
enforced. The stockholders usually elect as Di- 
rectors men of high character who are stock- 
holders, personaliy interested in the good manage- 
ment of the bank, and the depositors confide in the 
bank believing the Directors will manage its affairs 
honestly and faithfully, that the bank is under 
wholesome restrictions, and that it is the duty of 
the Controller to inform himself, through his Ex- 
aminers, of the condition of the bank, and require 
as its business be conducted in conformity with 
aw. 

The Examiner can have but a limited knowledge 
of the habits and character of bank employes. A 
full and complete examination of the bank neces- 
sitates not only counting the cash, proving the bills 
receivable and stock iedger, comparing the in- 
dividual deposit accounts with the general ledger, 
and ascertaining if the business of the bank is con- 
dueted in accordance with law, but also the 
thorough examination of all accounts, the verifying 
of accounts current, and ascertaining by telegraph 
or letter the correctness of such verification, the 
calling in of every depositor’s book, and corre- 
spondence with every bank or banker doing busi- 
ness with the bank. The inspection by an Examiner 
of a small bank is usually completed in a day; of 
larger banks, through the aid of an assistant, in 
two or three days. Butathorough analyzing and 
scrutiny of everything would require one or two 
weeks, and if fraud were suspected it might con- 
tinue for months without entirely satisfactory re- 
sults. Examinations shouid be periodically made 
by a competent committee, selected from the 
board. They haye the whole resources of the bank 
at their command, and if they have any reason to 
suspect dishonesty or fraud, itis their business to 
to investigate thoroughly, and they should employ 
experts to assist them in so doing. Embezzle- 
ment may be detected as an incident, but is 
not the principal object of the system of examina- 
tions, It is peculiarly the business of the Directors 
to know the habits of their employes, see that they 
give their time to the bank, and do not speculate. 
It is the business of the Examiner, so far as is in his 
power to see, to detect frauds and see that the 
funds are loaned and the bank’s affairs managed 
strictly according to law. ‘The Directors must look 
after their servants, and the Examiner looks after 
the Directors. The Examiner’s report is coniiden- 
tial, for the Controller only, and is nota certificate 
of good condition. Instances have oceurred where 
the eapital stoek was found to be impaired and the 
deficiency made good without public knowledge. 
In other instances banks have been obliged to pass 
dividends. the whole number passing dividends 
during the present year being 175; in 1880, 220; in 
1879, 304, and in 1878, 343. Many violations of law 
have resulted in discipline, the banks have peen 
bettered, yet the supervision is seen only when 
failure occurs, illustrating the fact that with the 
best endeavors and most careful supervision such 
disasters may happen. 

The Mechanics’ National Bank of Newark was 

placed in the hands of the Receiver on Noy, 2 
ast. It had a capital of $500,000, a surplus of 
$400,000, and deposits of over $2,500,000. The cap- 
ital and surplus ure lost through the criminal con- 
duct of the Cashier, and the stockholders are per- 
sonally liable foran amount equal to the capital 
stock. The depositors will, it is estimated, re- 
ceive at the outeome from 60 to 80 per cent. of 
their claims, depending upon the amount collected 
from the stockholders and that received from the 
estate for whose benefit the funds ot the bank are 
alleged to have been abstracted, which estate is 
also now in the hands of a Receiver appointed by 
the court. This bank was many times examined 
by skilled accountants of great experience, but it 
cannot be denied that some of them were misled 
by the criminal Cashier, who, through his appar- 
ently high character and standing, so long deceived 
not only the Directors, but every one with whom 
he had business relations. The examination of 
Aug. 18, 1879, was conducted by two experienced 
experts, but was rendered useless by a forged tele- 
gram, as lam informed, purporting to be from the 
correspondent of the bank in New-York. The Ex- 
aminer, on Aug. 16, 1880, verified the accounts of 
correspondents, as he was specially instructed to 
do by letter from the Controiler} in June}previous, 
but he also was deceived by a forged letter skill- 
fully planned for this purpose. Either of these ex- 
aminations would have disclosed the robbery of 
the Cashierif;the Examiners had not been deveived 
by forgeries which would have been likely to mis- 
lead the most thorough experts. 

It is, however, far from correct to represent that 
similar defalcations in national banks have not 
been previously discovered. The greatest defalca- 
tion in the history of the Government, of $1.100,- 
000 in the office of the Assistant Treasurerof New- 
Orleans, which had certainly existed, in whole or 
in part, for more than a year, was discovered near- 
ly 15 years ago by an officer of this bureau, whieh 
discovery also resulted in the disclosure of a large 
deficiency in the lirst National Bank of New-Or- 
leans, and the placing of that bank in the hands of 
a Reeeiver. Since that time many of the other 
banks which have failed have been placed in the 
1ands of Receivers through the vigilance of Bank 
Examiners, and in many other instances officers of 
solvent and insolvent banks have, through the same 
means, been indicted and conyicted for criminal 
acts. The Bank Examiners in New-York City 
and Boston are nomimated by the Clearing- 
houses of those cities, and many other Exam- 
iners now employed are men of the highest 
character, who have for years rendered excellent 
It is ot the greatest importance that all 
men employed in this branch of the public service 
shall be well trained and fitted for their work, It 
is not claimed that every Examiner employed is a 
first-class expert—the compensation authorized is 
not sufficient for that purpose in many small dis- 
tricts. If State lines can be disregarded in the ap- 
pointment of Examiners, and men selected for 
these positions upon merit alone, and kept well 
employed, a corps of skilled Examiners would soon 
be engaged in this work who would reflect the 
highest credit upon this branch of the public ser- 
vice. The records of this office show, however, 
that only one among all the Examiners ever ap- 
pointed has been found guilty of wrong-doing, 
while in no branch of the Government service have 
men performed more faithful duty than those who 
have been engaged in the examinations of the na- 
tional banks. 

Such disasters, the Controller thinks, exhibit not 
the weakness of the system, but the weakness and 
wickedness of human nature. If a robber or forger 
is placed in contro! of a national bank it is scarcely 
to be expected that it can be saved by oegasional 
visits of an Examiner. Additional legislation is 
needed, with increased care by Examiners and in- 
ereased diligence on the part of Directors. The 
case of the suspended Pacific National Bank of 
Boston is referred to as having been brought abont 
by the illegal practice of loaning the credit of the 
bank by the issue of certificates, The Examiners 
called attention to the irregular manner of doing 
business so long ago as March 8. and it has since 
been admitted that if the Controller’s injunction to 
stop had been heard the suspension would have 
been avoided. 

The Controller gives a history of the substitutes 
for money employed in England as a preface to his 
statements concerning the proportion of checks, 
paper money, and coin used by the national banks 
in the transaction of business. ‘Che first informa- 
tion given on this subject, he says, was compiled 
by the late President Garfield in 1871. This in- 
quiry embraces the operations of 52 carefully 
selected banks. The total receipts were $157,000,000, 
of which it was found that 12 per cent. was in 
cash and 8&8 per cent. in checksand drafts. To 
obtain his information the Controller asked, by 
means of circulars addressed to the banks, for 
returns for June 30, the close of the fiscal year, 
and for Sept. 17, the middle of the third month 
following. Returns for June 80 were received 
from 1,966 of the 2,106 national banks, and for 
Sept. 17 returns were reveived from 2,182 banks 
—all in operation at that time. Aceording 
to the returns of June 30, the total receipts in the 
1,966 banks were , tnd of which $167,437,759 
were received in New-York. ! Of the total of .65 per 
cent. of gold coin, .27 was credited to New-York; 
of §the .16 per cent. of {silver coin, .01 was received 
in Mow Tosh. wich received of a ey soportion 

er cent. of paver currency 1.02 per cent., 
and Newey. ork received 98.70 per cent. of drafts, 
checks. &c.. while tha nronartian an in tha 


States was 95.13. By the return of Sept. 17, from 
2,182 banks, the total receipts were reported as 
233,779, the share of New-York being $165, 193,- 

7. Of the proportion of 1,88 of gold coin received 
inthe United States New-York received .54; of 
the proportion of .17 in silver coin New-York re- 
ceived .01; of the proportion of 4,26 in paper cur- 
rency this City received .65, and New-York’s pro- 
portion of checks, drafts, &c., was 98.80, the pro- 
portion of the United States being 94.09. 

The ratio to the total receipts of drafts and 
checks is marked out in detailed tables. If all of 
these receipts represented legitimate business, the 
means for merchandising and for manufacturing 
would be most abundant. It would be an interest- 
ing pr ny for investigation to determine what 

roportion of the checks received by the banks in 

ew- York City, on any given day, represent opera- 
tions at the Stock Exchange, and what proportions 
of these operations represent legitimate, and what 
speculative, transactions. In taking as a basis for 
such an estimate the posted salesof the Stock Ex- 
change a difficulty arises from the fact that these 
sales on any one day do not by any means include 
allthe transactions at the board. In the opinion 
ofthe most experienced brekers, not morethan 
one-third of the purchases-and sales are recorded 
in the printed list. Even in the case of those re- 
corded, the number of shares bought or sold, as- 
sumedly at par, is not an indication of the money 
value of the transactions as they appear in the 
bank clearings, on account of the different par 
value of the various shares dealt in. The par is 
usually $100 per share, but the average price of 
sales would not probably exceed $60 ner share. 

The checks received by the banks in New: York 
City, including both State and national, on the 30th 
of June, 1881, and which were cleared on the fol- 
lowing day, amounted to $141,000,000, Of this 
amount $113,000,000 were cleared by 23 banks, all of 
which haye relations to a greater or less extent 
with brokers, From an examination of the clear- 
ings of each of these 23 banks it was found that 
the total of certified checks on that day amounted 
to about $80,000,000, of which it is probable that at 
least 90 per cent., or $72,000,000, represented stock 
transactions. About 10 percent. of this amount 
should be allowed for the daily payment and re- 
borrowing of loans by brokers, which is accom- 
plished by means of certified checks. It is there- 
fore estimated by those who are conversant with 
these subjects that of the $141,000,000 of:exchanges 
about $65,000,000 represent ‘Stock Exchange trans- 
actions. 

There are really no data tpon which a conclu- 
sion can be obtained as to what proportion of these 
large stock transactions are speculative, and what 
legitimate, or for investment. It is estimated, 
however, by those who have had long experience 
in the business, that not more than 5 per cent. of 
all purchases and sales at the Stock Board are for 
investment account. Assuming that these esti- 
mates are reasonable, it would follow that about 
$60,000,000 of the $141,000,000 of clearings upon 
June 80, or about three-sevenths of the whole, 
represent the speculative transactions of the 
Stock Board, and that $81,000,000, or four-sevenths, 
represent legitimate business transactions. In the 
transactions of the banks on June 20 last, amount- 
ing to $284,714,016, the actual money employed 
(gold and silver coin and paper currency) was $14,- 
000,000 only; and of the $295,233.779 received by the 
banks on Sept. 17 following, only $17,000,000 was in 
actual money. 

There are now in this country 6.796 banks and 
bankers located in all its principal cities and vil- 
lages, and the number of checks and drafts in daily 
use by our own people is consequently larger, in 
fact, far greater, than anywhere else in the world. 
In some countries a charge is made to the depositor 
for keeping his account. In others bank accounts 
are refused unless the depositor comes well intro- 
duced, and it is believed that his account will be of 
considerable pecuniary benefit to the bank. In this 
country the bank is in many instances a conveni- 
ence to the depositor ratherthan the depositor of 
benefit to the bank, for the latter keeps the cash 
account of the depositor. and pays out amounts 
upon his order, and at his request returns to him 
his checks, properly indorsed, which are then held 
by the depositor as youchers or receipts for the 
payment of his debts. 

itis evident that the amount of coin and paper 
currency used in any country depends largely upon 
the number of banks and bankers it contains, and 
upon the method of doing business; and no theory 
is more absurd than that «which has been so fre- 
quently urged during the currency discussions of 
the past few years, that the amount of money re- 
quired is in proportion to population. Tables show- 
ing the per capita of coin and currency in use in 
any country are curious and interesting, but al- 
most valueless in determining the amount of pa- 
per money required. Through the machinery 
of the bank, with its system of checks, 
bills of exchange, and clearing-houses, large 
amounts of business may be settled without 
the use of coin or circulating notes. Coin and cur- 
rency are but the small change used in trade. 
Checks and drafts are substitutes for money, and 
ineverv case, if these were not used, the latter 
would be required. Yet, notwithstanding the al- 
most exclusive use of these substitutes for money 
in large business transactions, all payments, great 
and small, depend for their integrity upon a true 
measure of value, and that measure isa piece of 
gold coin of standard weight and fineness. All 
other coins, not subsidiary and intrinsically worth 
less than the general standard recognized at com- 
mercial centres, and all kinds of paper money 
which are not immediately redeemable in gold 
coin, are not only not needed, but are worse than 
useless, for they disturb values.

SECRETARY LINCOLN’S REPORT. 
RECOMMENDATIONS REGARDING FORTIFICA- 
TIONS AND THE WEST POINT ACADEMY. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Tho annual report 


of the Secretary of War was made public to-day. 
It is chiefly devoted to the consideration of the 
important recommendations contained in the an- 
nual reports of his subordinates. Gen. Sherman’s 
recommendation that the Army be increased to 
80,000 men receives Secretary Lincoln’s earnest 
indorsement. The attention of Congress is ealled 


to the need of legislation to prevent intrusion upon | 


Indian lands, especially from Kansas into the In- 
dian Territory. The Secretary invites especial at- 
tention to that part of the report of Gen. Wright, 
Chief of Engineers, which refers to our sea-coast 
defenses, and on this subject says: ‘The Chief 
of Engineers shows that a defeuse by 
fortifications and torpedoes is the only 
one which is at all practicable for coast 
as extended as ours, comprising so many rich mari- 


time cities, extensive navy-yards and depots of | 


supply; that any attempt al. any other mode of de- 
fense would be enormously expensive, both for 
first cost and cost of maintenance, and it is the 
only mode adopted by maritime nations. Experi- 
ence shows that modern wars come on suddenly; 
that serious international disputes occur between 
nations the [relations of which are apparently the 
most unlikely to be otherwise than friendiy, and 
that a condition of readiness for defense and an 
attitude of belligerency are sometimes the best, 
prevextives of actual war. We know that the 
necessary new works and the proper modifications 
of our old works will require many years for . their 


ecompletion, and it seems simply a matter of com- 


mon prudence that we commence without delay, 
and under liberal appropriations, to put our coast 
in an efficient condition of defense.”’ 

Referring to the standard of acquirements neces- 
sary for admission to the Military Academy at 
West Point, the Secretary says: ‘‘I concur in the 
views of my predecessor that it would not he well 
to raise the standard of admission. The result of 
the last examination, in which 49 out of 118 candi- 
dates were rejected, shows that the standard is so 
nigh as to prevent the admission of many who 
would undoubtedly, if they had been so situated 
as to receive proper preliminary training, prove 
valuable officers. It has recently heen recommend- 
ed to me bythe Academic Board to permis the 
discontinuance of certain prescribed studies in the 
course, for the purpose of giving time for others, 
the importance of which was apparent. A con- 
sideration of the subject, suggested by this recom- 
mendation leads me to the belief that ft wouid be 
best to extend the course so as to cover five years. 
It is believed ‘that by so doing not only would the 
benefits of the Academy be more widely extended, 
but that the graduates would be prepared to ren- 
der better service to the country.”’ 

The actual expenditures of the War Department 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1881, were $42,- 
122,201; the appropriations for 1882 were $44,889,- 
725, and the estimates for 1883 are $44,541,276. The 
estimates presented to the Secretary for revision 
included: For armament of fortifications, $720,000; 
fortifications and other works of defense, $4,186,- 
500; improving rivers and harbers, $20,101,800; im- 
proving the Mississippi River, by commission, 
$4,323,000; public buildings and grounds in and 
near Washington, $749,000; surveys of lakes, $20,000 
—total, $39,099,800. ** This amount,’’ he says. ‘‘ has 
been reduced on my revision to an aggregate of 
$10,689,000, which sum, if judiciously allotted by 
Congress, will be, in my judgment, a reasonable 
allowance for this class of expense during the 
next fiscal year.”

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THE UNDERGROUND KAILROAD. 
FURTHER TESTIMONY AS TO THE FEASI- 
BILITY OF THE BROADWAY TUNNEL. 
Ex-Judges Bosworth and Davies and Mr. 
John O’Brien, the Commissioners appointed to de- 
termine whether a railroad may be buiit under 
Broadway, met yesterday in the room of the 
Supreme Court, General Term, Imspector W. 
P. Esterbrook, of the Bureau of Buildings in 
the Fire Department, testified that in his opinion 
the plan of the Broadway Underground Connect- 
ing Railroad was impracticable, but that a railroad 
eould be constructed under Broadway. The 


next witness presented was Mr. Theophilus 
E. Sickles. The petitioners proposed to 
prove by him that their plan could be 
easily carried out, with some slight modifications. 
Commissioner Bosworth remarked that the Broad- 
way Underground Connecting Railway Company 
had presented to the Supreme Court, General 
Term, a petition founded upona plan for arail- 
road, and the court had made an order based upon 
that petition. The property-owners, he said, had 
presented evidence which they considered sufficient 
to show that the plan originally presented was im- 
practicable. Then a new plan was presented, and 
the property-owners produced evidence against it, 
and now other plans were proposed to be putin. Mr. 
Bosworth wanted to know how long this method 
of proceeding would continue. Mr. Origen Van- 
denberg said, in reply to Commissioner Bosworth, 
that he considered that the Commissioners had no 
authority to determine upon a plan for an under- 
ground railroad. They were appointed merely to 
decide whether sucharoad can be built under 
Broadway. Judge Bosworth said he would like 
Mr. Vandenberg to interpret the words ‘to de- 
termine whether such railroad ought to be 
allowed to be built in the streets afore- 
said, and in what manner such railroad shall 
be built.” contained in the order of the 
court. Mr. Vandenberg said there was a 
cose rp bag apr respecting the plan originally pre- 
sented to the commission. That plan, he said, was 
prepared to show the greatest difficulties of the 
project, Justas the greater includes the lesser. 
this B cy included all modifications by which it 
could be made easier of execution. In accordance 
with this view it was proper for the petitioners to 
modify their plan so as to provide that the tunnels 
shall be constructed nearer to the surface of Broad- 
way than at first propesed. 

Commissioner Bosworth insisted that according 
to the statement inthe petition, the petitioners had 
perfected a plan, to the legislative act and to the 
order of the court; he and his colleagues were 
bound to determine whether araiiroad could be 
built under Broadway, and whether it could be 
built according to the plan presented to the court 
as perfected. 

Mr. Douglass Campbell, of counsel for the peti- 
tioners, said he wished to examine the proposed 
witness, Mr. Sickles, respecting a moditication of 
the petitioners’ = Messrs, Stillman and Man, 
counsel for the property-owners, opposed 
the admission of such testimony, and there 
was a long discussion which the Commis- 
sioners terminated by allowing Mr. Sickles 
to testify. He said that Broadway was the best 
street in the City foran underground railway, be- 
cause it runs mainly upon a ridge and there are 
few grades to overcome. Mr. Sickles then detailed 
the features of a plan prepared by him, which Gif- 
fered from that of the petitioners in the fact that 
the tunnels are not so deep, and that they are to 
be roofed with iron instead of brick. He had 
been assisted in the preparation of his plan 
several years ago by Mr. Walter G. Morris, the en- 
gineer of the petitioners, who had made the plan 
originally presented to the Commissioners. 

Gen. Julius W. Adams, formerly Engineer of the 
Brooklyn Department of City Works, testified that 
he considered Mr, Morris’s plan practicable without 
modification. Louis Rollman swore that he had 
examined buildings in course of erection at Broad- 
way and Prinee-street, opposite the St. Nicholas 
Hotel, and at Houston-street and Broadway, and 
he considered that the excavating done at those 
places was about one-sixth what will have to be 
done in making tunnels from Park-place to Union- 
square. 

The hearing will be resumed this morning at 10:30 
o'clock. 


THE BREACH OF PROMISE SUIT. 
CLOSE OF THE ULM: CASE YESTERDAY— 
TESTIMONY FOR THE DEFENSE. 

The trial of the breach of promise suit of Ida 
Ulman against Henry Meyer was virtually closed 
yesterday, in the United States Circuit Court. All 
the testimony is in, the lawyers have made their 
closing speeches, and on Monday morning Judge 
Wallace will charge the jury and give them the 
case for the finding of their verdict. At the open- 
ing of court yesterday Miss Rosina Meyer was re- 
called by the defense and asked whether she had 
put Mr. Rosenthal up to the scheme of kissing Miss 
Ulman. She replied that she never had done so. 
On cross-examination she said her parents permit- 
ted her to take carriage rides with good friends, 
reputable gentlemen. inrespect to the informa- 
tion conveyed by her to her brother, in which she 
expessed disapprobation of the social status and 
friendships and acquaintances of the Ulman fam- 
ily, she said she did not disclose it to him until 
urged to do so; but that, in any event, she thought 
it her duty to let her dearest brother know the 
true character of his future or intended wife and 
her family. 

Max W. Meyer, called for the defense, testified 
that on one occasion after Jan. 8, 1881, he cailed on 
the Ulman family, and that Mrs. Ulman, in reply 
to a question concerning Ida’s expected marriage, 
said she was to be married in a year. 

This closed the direct evidence. Miss Josephine 
Lehon was called in rebuttal, and identifieda wire 
gauze mask as the cne worn by Ida at the Purim Ball 
in March last. The object of this testimony was to 
show that Mr. Meyer could not, as he says he did, 
have lifted Ida’s mask and looked at her face, the 
mask being stiff ana coming below her chin. 

Mayer Ulman, father of Jda, identified a diamond 
ring he had given to his daughter last New Year. 
This is the ring which Miss Ida mischievously said 
had been given her by an ‘old and dear friend,” a 
Geelaration which made Miss Rosina and her 
brother very indignant at the time. 

Isaac R. Cohen testified that early on the night 
of the Purim Ball Meyer asked him if Ida would 
be present, and said if the witness would point her 
out to him he would pay for a bottle of wine. Co- 
hen did point her out to Meyer later in the even- 
ing, and Meyer bought the wine. 

After some other minor points of rebuttal, Gen. 
Pryor summed up for the defense and Mr. Morris 
S. Wise for the plaintiff. The court was then ad- 
journed until Monday.

CLERKS’ SUITS AGAINST THE CITY. 

James Langdon wasa clerk in the Finance 
Department, In June, 1875, he was informed that 
Controller Green wished to remove him tempo- 
rarily, because the business of the department nad 
decreased, and a time was appointed when he 
should appear before the Controller to state any 


reasons he might have why he should not he so re- 
moved. He appeared before the Controller, but 
the latter determined that his reason for re- 
moving Langdon was good, and therefore carried 
it into effect. In the following ‘September Lang- 
don was appointed a temporary clerk inthe same 
department ard was subsequently given a regular 
clerkship. He sued the City to recover ealary for 
the time he was out of office, on the grounds that 
he was entitled to his ‘salary for the year, as 
provision had been made by the Board of Apper- 
tienment for its payment to him unless he was re- 
moved for cause; that the charter does not pro- 
vide for the temporary removal of a clerk, and 
that there was no legal cause for his removal. In 
proef of the last allegation he offered to show 
that at about the time he was removed other per- 
sous were appointed as clerks in the bureauin 
which he had beenemployed. Judge Van Vorst, 
in Supreme Court, Circuit, yesterday, refused to 
admit this evidence, and dismissed the complaint. 
Subsequently the Judge agreed to take briefs ona 
motion fora new trial. 

G. T. Alker, who was a clerk to the Board of 
Assessors in 1877 and 1878, sued the City for his 
salary for the months of July and Angust in both 
years. Before Judge Van Vorst, in Supreme Court, 
Gisanit. it was yesterday shown for the defense 


that Alker obtained leaves of absence for those 
months on his written requests sent to the Com- 
missieners of Taxes.

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WORKING MEN’S HOMES. 
A SOCIETY FORMED TO CARRY OUT TENE- 
MENT-HOUSE REFORMS. 

A party of business men organized during 
the present week unaer the title of the Society 
for the Improvement of Working Men’s Homes, 
which will in the very near future undertake to 
carry out the tenement-house reform first inaugu- 
rated in the City by Mrs. E. Miles, now residing in 
Oregon. The plan of the gentlemen composing the 
society is to lease, when it is possible to do so, 
clusters of tenement-houses for a long term of 
years. These tenements will then be thor- 
oughly cleaned, provided with drains, light-shafts, 
and other sanitary applianees, and then, after 
rental, be placed in charge of Superintendents, 
whose duty it shall be to see that the tenants 
keep the buildings clean and that tney abide by 
such sanitary rules as shall be prescribed by the 
society, Itis supposed that one Superintendent 
willbe able to care fora system of four or five 
tenement-houses which will furnish quarters for 
about 109 families. Rents are to be kept at 
the lowest possible figure when tenements 
come under the control of the society, 
and it is expected that tenements of 
two rooms can be rented for from $6 to $10 per 
month. The expenses of alteration, cleaning, and 
the salary of the Superintendent will be paid for 
out of the income of the tenements, and the 
society will derive no profit whatever from 
their investment, as all moneys that may be left 
after paying rentals and expenses will be used in 
further improving the buildings under theircare. The 
gentlemen haying this philanthropic work in charge 
say that there are many families in the City whose 
heads have moderate incomes, and who are desir- 
ous of providing fer their families clean and whole- 
some homes, who are prevented from doing so and 
forced to live in the filthy tenement-houses because 
of the high rates of rent which they cannot affora 
to pay elsewhere. It is to accommodate 
this class: and minister to _ their wants 
that the society is organized. They have 
no intention of doing anything that will 
tend to pauperize these classes, but on \the other 
hand wiil do what they can to lift them out of the 
existence in which they have been living. Though 
‘the society will beinagreat measure dependent 
upon voluntary eontributions, their work will be of 
a philanthropic rather than charitable character. 

A number of the gentlemen in favor of this 
scheme have been for some time past interested in 
the Home Lodging-house, at the corner of Centre 
and Leonard streets, where men are lodged now at 
15 cents a night in clean beds and given the bene- 
fits of a bath-room and reading-room. This room 
now comes under the control of the society, and 
similar lodging-hoases will be established in differ- 
ent parts of the City, conducted on the same plan, 
at once, and probably similar lodging-houses and 
restaurants will be established in connection with 
each group of teaement-houses under the control 
of the society.

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REVIVING RING MEMORIES. 
INDICTMENTS AGAINST JAMES H. 
GERSOLL. 

A lawyer, who requested that his name 
should not be divulged, called at the office of Mr. 
John Sparks, Chief Clerk of the Courts of General 
Sessions and Oyer and Terminer, yesterday, and 
requested to be permitted to make copies of all the 
indictments pending against James H. Ingersoll, of 
Tweed Ring notoriety. The indictments were 
taken from the safe, and proved to be 16 in num- 
ber—5 for forgery, 3 for false pretenses, 7 for con- 
spiracy to defraud, and 1 for bribery—all found 
in the Summer of 1573. Ingersoll, who supplied 
the furniture for the new Court-house, was jointly 
indicted with Tweed, the Court-house Commission- 
ers, and other members of the Ring with obtaining 
large sums of money from the City Treasury. He 
was tried and convicted on one indictment, but 
was pardoned from State prison before the expira- 
tion of histerm. After his release from prison ho 
made restitution by paying a large sum of money 
tothe Attorney-General, as the representative of 
the people, and placed the counsel for the peo- 
ple in possession of valuable information. The 
civil proceedings commenced for the recovery of 
the moneys alleged to have been stolen from the 
City Treasury were then discontinued, and Inger- 
soll has since been residing at South Norwalk, 
Conn. The lawyer wished copies of the indictment 
to be made at once, in order that they might be 
sent out of town by an afternoon mail; but on 
finding that the documents were more voluminous 
than he expected, brought in a staff of copyists 
and requested that one of the clerks might remain 
down town in order to certify that the copies were 
genuine. The copyists worked incessantly until 
about 9 o’clock last evening when the last of the 
copies having been certified to the office was 
closed. 

A copy was not made of the indictment on 
which Ingersoll was tried and eonvicted, copies 
only being made of the indictments on which no 
action had been taken. The strictest secrecy was 
observed in relation to the transaction, the clerks 
and eopyists absolutely refusing to state by whom 
they haa been employed, the names of the lawyers 
having the matter in charge, or the destina- 
tion of the certified copies of the indict- 
ments. The indictments set forth that the 
offenses charged were committed against “the 
peace and dignity of the people of the State of 
New-York.” It was stated, on apparently good 
authority, that the copies were to be sent by spe- 
cial messenger to Albany, and that the Attorney- 
General, who has.already, on the advice of prose- 
cuting counsel in the Ring suits, discontinued crim- 
inal proceedings against other members of the 
Ring, would at an _eariy day move that a nolle 
prosequi be entered on the indictments pending 
against Ingersoll. "The Attorney-General, by virtue 
of his office, can institute such proceedings with- 
out consulting the District Attorney of the county 
in which the indictments were originally found. 

‘““OORINNE” TO BE SURRENDERED. 

Mrs. ‘Jennie Kimball’ Flaherty yesterday 
made achange in the counsel retained to defend 
her against the charge of abduction in being a 
party to the spiriting away of her ward, ‘Little 
Corinne,” the child actress. As a result of the 


change, and under the express stipulation of her 
newly employed lawyer, the child will be re- 
turned to the custody of the officers of 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Chiidren to-day. Her avduction was 
the result of foolish heeding of the improper 
advice of over-zealous triends interastad in the 
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girl. It was aceomplished by a little ruse clever! 
played upon Officer Lundberg by Mr, Flaherty, 
Corinne’s maid, Lucy, the seamstress, and anothet 
person. The representations made to the prisones 
at the time were that the child once removed from 
the State would be beyond the jurisdiction of th¢ 
court. The girlwasatonce taken to Jersey City by 
Mr. Fiaherty, and, accompanied by the others of 
the abducting party,took the train to Philadelp 
and thenee went to Mr. Flaherty’s house in Boston 
Peep oy 3 afternoon Mrs. Flaherty telegraphe 
from the Tombs to her husband that she desired te 
have the child brought back to this City with her 
maid, and at 7 o’clock last evening received a re. 
ply that Mr, Flaherty would do as she wished if ha 
“were given time.” This not being sufficiently 
definite or satisfactory, a second and longer mes 
sage was sent, setting forth that it was ny 
necessary thatthe girl should return at once wit 
all possible haste, and the prisoner’s counsel alse 
sent a very urgent message to the same effect. Na 
reply had been received up to 11:30 o'clock Jast 
night. but there is no doubt that the young actres¢ 
will be inthe City this morning, unless some un« 
avoidable accident oecurs to prevent.

CONTINUED REPORTS OF LOSSES IN RECENT 


STORMS AT HOME AND ABROAD. 


Lonpon, Dec. 2.—Advices from Staniey, 


Falkland Islands, announce that the following ves 
sels have put in there in consequence of disasteri 
The British bark Alumina, Capt. Jones, from Ant 
werp July 19, for San Diego, having shifted het 
eargo; German brig Avance,-Capt. Peterson, from 
Punta. Arenas June 1, for La Libertad and New- 
York, leaky in her upper-works; British ship Duke 
of Argyll, Capt. Davidson, from Newport, Eng 
land, July 16, for San Diego, having lost main and 


mizzen masts and boats, had decks swept, and sux 
tained other damage. 

The German bark Der Wanderer, Capt. Krohn, 
from Baltimore Nov. 5, for Hamburg, has put inta 
Plymouth, having suffered the loss of sails, 
stanchions, and deck-house, and cther serious 
damage. She also lost one man. 

The British steamer Glamorgan, Capt. Court, 
from Liverpool Noy. 13, for Bostof, has returned te 
Queenstown with her steering gear out of order 
and short of coal. She lost boats. 

The British bark Sarah M. Smith, Capt. Locke, 
from Liverpool Oct. 27, for New-York, has returned 
to Queenstown. Shehad her decks swept and rud- 
der-head damaged. 

The State Line steamer State of Indiana, which 
the British steamer Hansa reported having passed 
Wednesday, 84 miles west of Fastnet, arrived at 
Queenstown during last night. She lost her pro: 
peller on Nov. 26, and had since been under canvas, 
The passencers speak highly of the ship and of her 
officers and crew. 

The Arlington had her cutwater started, lost bulk 
warks, and isleaky. The Norwegian bark Arling: 
ton, Capt. Torjesen, salled from Rotterdam Novy. i 
for New-York. 

The British steamer Explorer, at Liverpool from 
New-Orieans, had her decks swept, lost sails, and 
sustained other damage. 

The British bark Lake Simcoe, Capt. Sargent, 
from Montreal Nov. 5 and Quebee Noy. 10, fot 
Queenstown, has arrived. She lost her foretop and 
maintop gallantmasts. 

The Norman has put back to Bantry with loss of 
sails, yards, and topmast. 

The Russian bark Oscar and Georg, Capt. Han: 
nila, from Quebec Nov. 1, for Newcastle, has ar 
rived. She lost bulwarks, rails, and jibboom, and 
sustained other damage. 

The British bark Saraltk M. Smith, which returned 
to Queenstown while on a yoyage from Liverpool 
to New-York, is leaky. 

The Norwegian bark Uno, Capt. Haavig, from 
Quebec Oct. 21 for Grimsby, has arrived. She lost 
deck-load and bulwarks, and sustained other 
damage. 

The British steamer Ptolemy, at this port, from 
New-York, lost boats, rails, and skylights, and had 
deck-houses started. 

St. Jonn, Newfoundland, Dec. 2.—Every 
fresh arrival adds to the story of shipwreck and 
suffering, as the result of the recent heavy weathel 
on the Atlantic. A few days ago the schoonef 
Betsey reached here from Boston, having lost he1 
boats and 20 casks of kerosene oil—part of hei 
deck-load. Since then several others have arrived 
from Great Britain all more or less damaged. The 
steamer Alhambra, from New-York. got into port 
jast nicht. The Allan Line steamer Hibernian, from 
Queenstown, due since Wednesday, bas not yet ar 
rived. A dispatch from Bell’s Cove announce{ 
the arrival at Twillingate of the schooner Mary M. 
from Nortkern Labrador. She reports terribiy se 
vere weather on that coast. The particulars of the 
Trinity Bay disaster state that the schooner Hope, 
while proceeding from Old Perlican to Random, 
fora carge of railway sleepers, on Tuesday nicht, 
was struck by a heavy squall off Hiekmann’s Har- 
bor and capsized. Of the crew, numbering seven 
all told, only ene was saved. [tis reported tiat 
another lumber-laden bark was lost in the Bay ot 
Islands. 

The steamer Marathon, Woolfinden, from Liver- 
pool, arrived here to-cay, short of coal, There isa 
terribie gale blowing from the north-west, and it ig 
impossible to get aboard until it abates. 

The steamer Bath City, Capt. Ivey, from Bristol 
Nov. 10, for New-York, was spoken by the steamer 
Marathon yesterday. Her foremast and rudder 
had been carried away, and she was leaking badly. 
The Marathon could not take herin towowing toa 
lack of coal. She has not yet arrived here, and, it 
is expected, a powerful sailing vessel will be sent 
to her assistance. The wind has somewhat abated, 
but is still blowing a strong gale. 

Hairax, Nova Seotia, Dec. 2.—The steamer 
Galatea, which arrived to-day from London, re- 
ports having experienced exceedingly rough 
Weather during the whole passage. She was only 
a day out of port when storms set in, which lasted 
untii her arrival here. The decks were almost con- 
tinually swept with monster waves, but the injury 
received was small, only amounting to the damage 
of her boats and the destruetion of her air-funnels, 

The brigantine C. E. Vanhorn, from W entworth 
for New-York, laden with p!aster, came in collisio 
off Spencer's Island with the brigantine R. L. T., o 
Halifax, and had head-cear carried away. She put 
back to Hantsport, making feur inches of water an 
hour. The R. L. T. had jibboom broken off ¢lose up. 

Owen Sounp, Ontario, Dec. 2.—The propel- 
ler Jane Muller left here on Nov. 23, and has not 
vet been heard from. As she is several days over« 
due, fears are entertained for her safety, The ves 
sel proceeded to Meaford from here and completed 
her cargo, which consisted of supplies and general 
merchandise for Lion’s Head and Michael’s and 
Providence Bays. A number of empty fish barrel 
and other portions of a vessel’s cargo, supposed te 
be from the Jane Mailer, haye come ashore at Hay 
Island. 

Bosron, Dec. 2.—The steamer Istrian, at 
this port from Liverpool, had a sxe¢cession of 
strong westerly gales during the entire passaga 
She lost one boat and had two others badly dam 
aged. No damage was done to the vessel. 

Fortress MONROE, Virginia, Dee. 2.—The 
steamer Excelsior got off of Hampton Bar thig 
morning uninjured.

He acknowledges his in- 
debtedmess to Mr. H. A. Page’s volumes and 
Mr. H. G. Bohn’s chronological list of De 
Quincey’s magazine writings in his edition of 
Lowndes’s ‘‘ Bibliographer’s Manual,” and 
has found the article in the Encyclovedia 
Britannica, written by Mr. J. R. Finlay, one 
of De Quincey’s most intimate friends, in his 
last years of special service. He also claims 
sound advantage, to use his own words, ‘in 
having myself met and conversed with De 
Quincey, so as to retain a perfect recollection 
of his appearance, voice, and manner, and in 
being familiar with the seenes amid which he 
spent the last nine and twenty years of his 
life.’ 


—James R. Osgood & Co. are about to 
bring out a ‘‘Hiram College Memorial of 
President Garfield.” Hiram was his home for 
26 years. Probably half of this time—the 
period of his collegiate, military, and Con- 
gressional life—he spent in other places and 
duties, but Hiram was the place to which he 
looked for residence and rest. President Hins- 
dale, of Hiram College, has aimed in this vol- 
ume to make a Garfield book in the sense that 
President Garfield is its author, in the belief 
that no more appropriate memorial to the 
lamented dead could go forth from President 
Garfield’s old home. The plan has Mrs. Gar- 
field’s cordial approval. The book includes a 
personal sketch of his Hiram life, the addresses 
made at the Hiram College memorial service, 
held at Cleveland last September, and his vari- 
ous speeches and addresses on education and 
educators during his public life. The idea of 
such a book is excellent, and will meet with 
the general desire to know what the late Presi- 
dent said and did as a scholar and educator. 

—The twenty-first and twenty-second vol- 
umes of Scribner's Magazine forma brace of 
gift-books which will be appreciated especially 
by hard-working people who can seldom de- 
vote more than an hour or so eat one time to 
reading. The articles cover every imaginable 
topic, and the writers embrace not only the 
veteran men of letter: of America, but the 
newest aspirants to fame, not only native tal- 
ent, but some of the best contemporary English, 

‘he rule that only Americans appear as contrib- 
utors has been broken through now end then, 
notably in the case of the article on Gladstone, 
whois probably for the present day the most 
famous individual in the British nation, taking 
him as statesinan, thinker, and writer. The 
novels are Mrs. Burnett’s ‘‘Fair Barbarian,” Mr.

—The most notable book of literary criti- 
ecism which has appeared for manya day, a 
book which for freshness and a certain sym- 
pathy with present thought is truly remarka- 
ble, is Principal John Campbell Shairp’s new 
volume on ‘Aspects of Poetry,’’ published 
at the Clarendon Press, Oxford. In a 
charming preface Principal Shairp acknowl- 
edges his obligations to various friends, 
including the present Lord Coleridge, Prof. 
Sellar, Mr. W. F. Skene, D. C. L., author of 
** Celtic Scotland,’’ and the late Dean Stanley, 
with whom he compared notes on many of the 
lectures before they were written. Among 
the attractive chapters are ‘‘The Spiritual 
Side of Poetry,” ‘Shelley as a Lyric Poet,” 
“The Poetry of the Scottish Highlands—Os- 
sian,” ‘‘The Homeric Spirit in Walter Scott,” 
“The White Doe of Rylstone,” and the ‘* Prose 
Poets’’—Thomas Carlyle and Cardinal New- 
man. The noticeable feature of the lectures is 
the depth and breadth of the ethical sympathy 
of the author. It is quite the most spiritual 
book of criticism that can be found since the 
great essays of Carlyle, Newman, and Mozley 
were gathered out of the magazines to become 
a power in literature. The lectures are less 
brilliant, perhaps, than Mr. Matthew Arnold’s 
from the same chair, but more satisfactory. 


THE DANGERS OF THE OCEAN. 
satiniiibprbstoshs 
VESSELS INJURED, SAILORS WASHED OVER- 

BOARD, AND A BAD TIME GENERALLY. 

Yesterday several overdue steam-ships ar- 
rived from Europe, and reported having passed 
through the most tempestuous storms of the sea- 
son. The new steamer Coptic, of the White Star 
Line, which was described in Tar Times of 
Wednesday last, had an unfortunate experience. 
She sailed from Liverpool on the 16th ult., and 
s90n after getting out into the Atlantic met with 
heavy gales. The wind blew from wes‘ward and 
came with great violence. This storm had barely 
died out when another of equal severity set in. Cn 
the 23d the wind blew with the force of a hurri- 
cane, and, shifting from point to point, caused the 
seato rise to agreat height. Waves swept over 
the decks fore and ait as she steamed along through 
the storm. An enormous sea rolied up and broke 
over the stern, and when the water had 
rolled away it was discovered that the 
turtleback deck had been smashed in. One violent 
gust lifted a life-boat out of its chocks, and, smap- 
ping the tackles like cords, carried it into tho sea. 
The lost boat soon drifted out of sight. It was al- 
most impossible for the sailors to move along the 
lower decks, which were frequently boarded by 
tremendous seas. John Roberts, of Liverpool, a 
seaman, was seen walking along the aliey-way for- 
ward of the engines earlyinitheatternoon. A heavy 
sea then swept over the vessel, and when the water 
had passed away the man was missing. A search 
was made for him, as it was hoped that he had gone 
to some other portion of the vessel. The search 
was hardly completed when a sea washed over the 
decks, and Nicholas Ponetti, of Malta, another 
seaman, who had been seen in the alley-way aft, 
was missing. A thorough search was made for the 
two men, but nothing could be seen of them. These 
men had undoubtedly been swept overboard and 
lest. The storm continued for several days, and 
seas swept over the ship fore and aft, while she 
rolled heavily from side to side. At times she was 
able to make but little more than steerage way 
against the storm. These gales continued until the 
Coptic had nearly reached Sandy Hook. Her. offi- 
cers say she stood the test well. Few of them haa 
ever known worse weather. Her machinery acted 
extremely well, and in most respects the first vwoy- 
age of the Coptic proved a satistactory one. 

The Arizona, of tho Guion Line, arrived yester- 
day after having passed unscathed through several 
terrible storms. She left Liverpool on the 19th ult., 
and called at Queenstown next day. She had 
barely left the latter port when a westerly storm 
began. During the night of the 2ist the storm 
raged with great violence. Sea after sea swept 
over the vessel, almost burying her, and her 
powerful engines were put to the test in 
forcing her along through the storm. Next 
morning she was obliged to plunge into several big 
waves. Chief Officer Arnold was standing on the 
main deck when a sea struck him and knocked him 
off his feet. He was then dashed against one of 
the deck-houses, and his right leg was broken in 
two places. On the 26th the storm was extreme- 
ly severe, and as the ship kept along on her 
way the huge waves washed over the 
decks. One heavy sea _ carried away a 
life-boat which had been securely fastened 
on the upper deck. The westerly gales continued 
during the remainder of the passage, and when the 
Arizona arrived she was four days overdue, The 
steam-ship St. Germain, of the French Line, 
reports a very severe passage, during 
which she ran out of eoal and was obiiged 
to put into Halifax for a fresh supply. The 
steam-ship Rhein, of the North German Lloyd, from 
Bremen, called at Southampton on the 16th ult., 
and since leaving that port met with nothing but 
head-gales. The wind was constantly against her, 
and huge waves rolied over her decks, but caused 
no damage to the vessel. On the 26th, dur- 
ing a frightful gale, the Rhein was rolliag 
heavily. Maria Holul, a German woman, in 
the steerage. was descending the companion- 
way when the ship gave a heavy lurch. The 
woman lost her hold on the railing and fell down 
the companion-way, striking the deck heavily with 
her head. Herskull was found to be fractured, 
and she was placed in the steerage hospital, where 
she afterward died from the effeets of her fall. 
Her remains were buried at sea. She was 32 years 
of age, and, with her child, was on her way to join 
her husband, Franz, who is employed in a cigar 
store in Sixteenth-street. The child was cared for 
by the other passengers, and was given to its fa- 
ther yesterday. The jatter had come down to Castle 
Garden expecting to meet his wife, and was almost 
prostrated when the sad news was broken to him.

Mr. Lixcoin’s maiden report as Secretary 

of War,,as appears from the synopsis fur- 
nished for publication, isa sensible, straight- 
forward,,and business-like document. The 
Secretary, as was before well known, is en- 
tirely in accord with Gen. SHeRMAN so far 
‘as that:distinguished officer recommends an 
increase.in the Army. Relevant to this mat- 
ter is the:Secretary’s suggestion that Con- 
gress should make provision for the pre- 
vention, of intrusion upon Indian reser- 
vations, .the raids into the Indian 
Territory being especially referred to. 
The Army must defend these reser- 
vations,, and the Army must _ also 
‘defend white settlemerts from the incursions 
of hostile. Indians. Nevertheless, there are 
multitudes: of people who consider that the 
employment of the military in the protec- 
tion of Indian rights on reservations is an 
putrage exceeding in enormity the employ- 
ment of troops at the polls. Gen. SarrmMan 
thinks—and Secretary Lrxconn agrees with 
him—that it would be more economical to 
provide a force large enough to:perform the 
duties required of the Army than.to make it 
needful that the small force now employed 
should be constantly hurried from place to 
‘place, as-exigencies require, at large expense.

During last month there has been & gross 
reduction in the cost of the star mail service 
of $111,155, making an aggregate reduction 
jn the cost of carrying the mails by stages 
and steam-boats of $1,802,419 since the be- 
ginning of March.

horest policy of the Postmaster-General. 
Mr. JamEs’s successor will need to be a very 
independent and faithful public servant to 
withstand the pressure to which he wili be 
subjected during the session of Congress, 
and he will require all the support which the 
President can give to prevent the reformed 
system of postal management from falling 
to pieces. 


Confusion in Peru is becoming worse con- 
founded. CAaLpERoN, the provisional Pres- 
ident, has been sent a prisoner to Chili, and 
the conquerors seem to be as much at a loss 
to know what to do next as the people who 
find their country fast tumbling into an- 
archy. The representative of the United 
States seems to be actively engaged in adding 
new complications to those already existing. 
He has assured MonTERO, by what authori- 
ty is not stated, of support and recognition 
should he come to Lima to succeed the 
exiled President, and he has contrived at 
once to disgust the Chilians and to alienate 
the representatives of other powers without 
getting a step nearer to a clearing up of the 
existing muddle. With a certain suspicion 
of irony itis stated that ‘‘if American in- 
tervention in Peru could be legitimately 
carried to the ‘extent of preventing the 
loss to her of territory, and at the 
same time of satisfying the Chilian demands 
as to indemnity for the losses of the war, 
American influence would at one bound 
attain precedence over every other in South 
America.’’ Doubtless; but American influ- 
ence is not potent enough to accomplish the 
impossible. 








The failure of the Mechanics and Labor- 
ers’ Savings Bank, of Jersey City, is rather 
an old story now, and yet it was only yester- 
day that the trial of those responsible for it 
came to anend. The bank was wrecked in 
the usual way—defaulting officers and over- 
trustful Directors. The failure had, how- 
ever, the additional aggravation of bring- 
ing ruin upon a large number of poor 
people who had been induced to transfer 
their savings to the bank because of 
the high status of its managersin the Roman 
Catholic Church, who, moreover, had _ so- 
licited deposits after the bank was hopelessly 
insolvent. Two of its depositors became in- 
sane through their losses. The Directors 
and officers were placed on trial in 1878, and 
were convicted of conspiracy to defraud. 
Since that time the passing of sentence has 
been delayed by writs of certiorari, motions 
for a new trial, and what not, and public in- 
dignation has, of course, had time to cool. 
Yesterday the speculative President, who 
had been previously Cashier of the bank, 
and who had unchailenged control of its 
affairs, was sentenced to 18 months in State 
prison; the Cashier and the most active of 
the Directors were fined $500 each, and the 
sentence on four Directors was ‘‘sus- 
pended’’ upon payment of costs. It will be 
seen that the promptitude of Jersey justice 
has not been vindicated in this case, and 
that the punishment finally awarded can 
hardly be called exemplary. 








BANK DIRECTORS AND EXAMINERS. 


Controller Knox devotes considerable 
space in his annual report to a discussion of 
the responsibilities of the Directors of na- 
tional banking associations and of the Ex- 
aminers who are appointed on behalf of the 
Government to ascertain from time to 


time whether the provisions of the law are 
strictly complied with It is a some- 
what remarkable’ characteristic of his 
treatment of the subject that he 
lays much stress on the obligation 
of the Directors to use all vigilance 
and care, reflecting severely on their 
neglect of duty and over-confidence in the 
officers directly under their supervision. 
while he is inclined to extenuate, if not to ex- 
cuse, the failure of the Examiners to find out 
the violations of the law which it is their 
special function to discover. His reflections 
have throughout a direct reference to the 
enormous defalcations of the Cashier of the 
Mechanics’ Bank of Newark, and this case 
certainly furnishes a striking illustration of 
the consequences of a perfunctory perform- 
ance of duty by both the Directors of the 
bank and the Government Examiners. 
Everybody will agree with the Controller 
as to the responsibility of the Board of Di- 
rectors. They have immediate charge of 
the interests of the stockholders and of the 
depositors. The Cashier and other officers 
are, or should be, under their constant in- 
spectiop and control. They are not only pre- 
sumed to be familiar with the character and 
conduct of the men employed by them, 
but they are in a position to ascertain at any 
and all times how they are performing their 
duties and in what condition the affairs of 
the institution stand. The law and their 
own by-laws give them ample powers 
and impose upon them with — suffi- 
cient distinctness ~ all the requisite 
obligations. Stockholders and depositors 
alike confide in them as the guardians 
of the interests of the bank, and any re- 
missness on their partis deserving of the 
severest condemnation. If they trust too 
confidently to the integrity of officers whom 
they have reason to consider trustworthy, 
and, therefore, fail to exercise a constant 
vigilance, they are false to their obligations 
and should be held to a strict accountability, 
This is all very true, and it has been fre- 
quently repeated without seeming to im- 
press upon bank Directors any deeper sense 
of the responsibility of their position. But 
it is also true that public confidence in the 
national banks does not depend wholly, 
nor perhaps chiefly, on the character 
of the Directors or, a knowledge that 
they are bound by oath, by the re- 
quirements of law, and by their own 
rules and by-laws to exercise continual care 
and vigilance over the affairs intrusted to 
their keeping. It depends in nosmall meas- 
ure upon faith in the restrictions of the na- 
tional law and the thoroughness of Govern- 
ment inspection. If Directors should not con- 
fide too implicitly in the officers in charge 
of the assets and accounts of the bank, or 
neglect the precautions which would be ne- 
cessary to keep them informed of the details 
of management if they did not feel that con- 
fidence, neither should the Examiners on 
their occasional visits put too much trust in 
the assurances of Directors and officers. 
They are to see whether these men 
are complying fully and faithfully with the 
provisions of the law, and a healthy attitude 
for them is one of distrust, They should at 
least not exnect that the possible derelictions 





for which they are looking would be exposed 
by the very men whose conduct is under 
scrutiny, 

The Controller pleads that in the case of 
the Newark bank the Examiners were mis- 
led by the statements of the Cashier, and 
were thrown off from the discovery of his 
wrong-doing by forged telegrams and let- 
ters. They should rot have depended on 
his assurances nor on letters or telegrams 
furnished by him, Much is said of the dif- 
ficulty of a thorough investigation and of 
the time required to make it, but where so ex- 
traordinary a representation was made as 
that nearly a million and a half of the assets 
of the bank were on deposit in New- York, it 
would have been neither a difficult nor a 
protracted proceeding to ascertain the facts 
by communication with the correspondent 
institution. A pretended communica- 
tion from that institution to the 
Cashier whose conduct was under examina- 
tion should not have been deemed sufficient. 
So in the case of the loans, far beyond the 
limit allowed by law, made to a single con- 
cern in Newark; that was one of the very 
items of the bank’s business which should 
have been carefully looked into, and there 
could have been no great difficulty in hunt- 
ing it out. 

While, therefore, there is no manner of 
doubt as to the negligence of the Directors 
in this case, it is also quite clear that the 
Government inspection fell far short of the 
purpose for which it was instituted. 
Controller Knox suggests that there 
may be need of further legislation on 
this subject, but he does not specify 
what its provisions should be. He thinks it 
is a question whether Directors are not now 
responsible for losses occasioned by their 
neglect. That at least might be put be- 
yond question, It is evident that 
while their duties and obligations are 
tolerably well defined, the means for 
holding them to an exact fulfillment 
of these are inadquate. Their neglect should 
involve penalties in case of consequent dis- 
aster which would be calculated to induce 
greater vigilance, and it is not altogether 
clear that Examiners do not also need a spur 
to faithfulness in the shape of penalties to be 
brought upon themselves by the conse- 
quences of neglect. 





AN EX-OONSUL’S COMPLAINT. 


We are vet agreat way from the point in 
our civil service at which all appointments 
are made to last during good behavior. Yet 
we have made so much progress in that di- 
rection that official changes are not made 
during the term of any Presidential Admin- 
istration, except for good cause. t the 
close of an Administration there are likely 
to be many changes. The incoming Presi- 
dent, although he may have been chosen by 
the votes of the same party that elected his 
predecessor, is subjected to great pressure, 
under which he gives away many appoint- 
ments, to make which other men must be 
removed. If the removed man has served 
four years or so, hoiding on through the 
term of the President who appointed him, 
he is usually content. It is not in human 
nature to smile when going out of apleasant 
and profitable office. But we have never 
known, in this country, any better state of 
things than that which now exists; and 
when aman is removed from office, after a 
four years’ lease thereof, he returns to his 
regular vocation and makes no moan, 


Such, however, is not the disposition of 
Capt. A. E. Les, late United States Consul- 
General at Frankfort-on-the-Main. Cant. 
LEE was appointed by President Hayzs, 
and is, as it might be surmised, an Ohio 
man. After GARFIT™LD’S accession to office, 
Mr. Ferprsanp VoGerer, also of Ohio, 
was appointed in Capt. Lrn’s place, and the 
gallant Captain returned home. Very soon 
after his arrival in the United States, Capt. 
LEE was waited upon by a newspaper re- 
porter, to whom he confided his woes, (forthe 
ex-Consul thinks himself very hardly used,) 
and to whom he gave his opinions 
of the civil service of the United 
States. It is hardly mecessary to say 
that Capt. Lee takes a gloomy and de- 
spondent view of things. Of the brief and 
fragmentary Administration of GARFIELD, 
so hishly praised by men who have not lost 
their official heads, Capt. LEE entertains 
an unfavorable opinion. GARFIELD, the ex- 
Consul thinks, was ‘‘almost crazed’’ by the 
office-seekers, and during the month of 
June, 1881, ‘‘ did much to upset and demor- 
alize the consular service.’’ It was in the 
month of June that Capt. Lrer’s recall 
was ordered. According to the Captain’s 
authority, the President ‘‘showed signs of 
not being himself’’ when he started on the 
journey undertaken at the time of his assas- 
Sination, and which diversion, the Captain 
says, had been ordered by the physicians of 
the President, to restore the mental equi- 
librium which office-seekers (especially if 
those asking for consular appointments) 
had disturbed. This is a new version of the 
state of affairsin Washington at the time 
of the assassination. Undoubtedly, Capt. 
Lex believes this to be a correct view of 
affairs. In what other way could he pos- 
sibly account for his removal? Only a half- 
crazed President could have consented to 
the removal of a man so useful and so neces- 
sary to the Government as Capt. Lex, after 
only four years of service. 

Then, again, there are aggravating cir- 
cumstances relating to all removals from 
office. 
any individual who was ever removed from 
office under circumstances that were not ag- 
gravating. This is peculiarly true of Capt. 
Lxx’s case. 
made ill by the intelligence that his succes- 


sor had been appointed, it having been a 
family tradition, spparently, that the Cap- 
tain was to stay in Frankfort forever, if he 
so desired. Furthermore, the Consul-Gen- 
eral had written to Gen. GARFIELD, while 
he was yet at Mentor, before his inaugura- 
tion, asking for ‘‘a friendly intimation’’ from 
the newly elected President as to future 
prospects for the Consul-General at Frank- 
With some feeling, Capt. Lex says 
that he never had any reply to that letter, 
and the first intimation that he received of 
his fate was the appearance of a telegram in 
an American newspaper announcing his re- 
To say that he was astounded and 
most deeply grieved feebly describes the 
“And yet,’’ adds the Captain, 
‘‘my usefulness in my position was only 
just commencing.’’ ,It is always thus, Men 
are iust about to be useful, most 
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useful, when the cruel shears of fate 
snip the cord of official existence 
and the many good things that 


they would have done are left undone. To 
mitigate the sorrows of this reluctant re- 
moval, however, fifty of the leading men of 
Frankfort gave the retiring Consul a splen- 
did silver service. But even the pleasure of 
receiving this gift was dimmed by the as- 
sessment of $190 duty on the same by the 
New-York Custom-house officials in whose 
keeping, at last accounts, Capt. LEn’s silver 
service was impounded. This leads the in- 
jured ex-Consul to exclaim, pathetically, 
‘‘ When my country lays a tax on a testimo- 
nial of respect, such as that given to me at 
Frankfort, I fee) that is a hardship to me and 
an insult to the givers.’? Unfortunately, 
when Congress imposed a duty on manu 
factures of silver, for the encouragement of 
home industry and the protection of domes- 
tic skill and thrift, it had not been foreseen 
that Capt. Ler, late United States Consul- 
General at Frankfort-on-the-Main, would 
come home bringing his silver service with 
him. 

Is it any wonder that, after all this grief, 
ingratitude, and trouble, the Captain should 
look on office-holding as ‘‘ about the last 
resort of man, and office-seeking as the curse 
of the country?’ The ex-Consul knows 
what he is talking about, for he has been an 
office-holder and—presumably—an_ office- 
seeker. Asthe entire male population of 
Ohio moved upon Washington immediately 
after the inauguration of Mr. Hayzs, we 
have a right to presume that the galiant Cap- 
tain’s appointment was secured at that time 
andin that manner. It was Capt. Lxenr’s 
misfortune that there were not places enough 
to go once around, to the satisfaction of all 
Ohio. Something had to be kept over for 
the next term. So, when Capt. Lens, of 
Ohio, had had his four years of pleasure 
and profit, another Ohio man took his turn. 
We are very well aware that this is a low 
view to take of the public service. It is not 
our view, but that of the average citizen, 
who, although he will not see things 
as Capt. Lez now sees them, will 
see them as they appeared to the 
Captain when he went into office. And the 
moral of all this is that, although an assured 
tenure of office is a good thing to have in 
the civil service of the country, it is not 
worth while for the wounded victim of the 
rotation system to make complaint thereof, 
nor for him to consider that the downfall of 
the Republic will be hastened by his return 
to private life. It is better to die (officially) 
after the high old Roman fashion—in silence. 








THE PIG IN POLITICS. 


The stubborn Pennsylvania animal known 
in commercial reports under the name of 
‘* American pig’’ has always had a weighty 
influence in our domestic politics, and has 
subjected himself to frequent and derogatory 
criticism from foreign sources on account of 
the swinish way in which he has insisted on 
keeping all other varieties of his species out 
of his native field. It has now been dis- 
covered that the French pig—not pig-iron, 
but the genuine, grunting, four-legged ani- 
mal—has also had his réle in French poli- 
tics. In June, 1880, the French Minister of 
Agriculture issued a decree prohibiting the 
importation of American sausages. Seven 
months later a similar decree against 
American salt pork was promul- 
gated. The alleged ground of this 
action was the prevalence of trichinosis 
among swine in this country. In vain the 
savants and pork-dealers of France pro- 
tested that the decree was as senseless as the 
Minister’s suspicions in regard to American 
hogs were ill-founded and unjust. Men with 
microscopes proved to his Excellency that 
in respect to trichina spiralis there was very 
little to choose between the pork of America 
and that of Germany, England, Russia, Italy, 
Spain, and other countries on whose bacon 
no embargo was laid. The Bordeaux Cham- 
ber of Commerce assured him that it re- 
quired the importation of 5,000,000 kilo- 
grammes of American pork annually to keep 
the price of meat within the means of the 
poor, and called his attention to the fact that 
the only outbreak of trichinosis in France 
in the last twenty-five years was occasioned 
by the eating of native pork. Moreover, it 
was demonstrated that salting and sufficient 
cooking were certain protections. None of 
these arguments moved the obdurate Minis- 
ter of Agriculture. 

The cause of his obstinate, not to say pig- 
headed, adherence to his manifestly absurd 
and injurious decrees has just been revealed. 
It is announced from Washington that Sec- 
retary Buarne has for some time had 
‘strong suspicions that the real motive 
of the restrictive, /regulations was the 
desire of the French Cabinet, in 
anticipation of a national election, to concili- 
ate those interested in raising and handling 
the article.’’ Those suspicions, we are 
told, ‘‘ soon ripened into a certainty’’ un- 
der advices from our diplomatic and consu- 
lar representatives. Now that the elections 
are over, and M. Trrarp, the protectionist 
Minister of Commerce, and all his associ- 
ates in the Ministry have been succeeded by 
a free trade Cabinet, the oppressive restric- 
tions are to be removed, and American and 
French . pork will once more blend in the 
same sausage. 


This will be gratifying beyond measure to 
American pork-producers and pork-packers, 
but to prevent a recurrence of this contro- 
versy the occasion ought not to be allowed 
to pass without pointing out to French 
statesmen the impracticability of reaching 
the hearts of the electors of France through 
their pig-pens. M. Trrarp’s deep-laid po- 
litical scheme wholly miscarried. The com- 
mercial policy of the Government of which 
he formed a part was, if not specifically con- 
demned, at least not supported at the polls. 
There is a solid. Gambettist majority 
in the new Chamber of Deputies, and 
M. GAMBETTA and the Ministers he 
has summoned to aid him are _ free 
traders. The work of M. Trrarp, 
not only in relation to American pork, but 
in attempting to shut out English goods, 
will be undone. After a brief and unsuc- 
cessful experience, therefore, the pig goes 
out of French politics. The attempt to 
make use of him in influencing the elections 
was unskilliully made; and in a country not 
blinded by long years of protectionist hood- 
winking was foredoomed to failure. It 
was not to be expected that the electors at 


cy which made pork artificially dear for 


large would develop any enthusiasm for a. 
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the benefit of a few people ‘“‘ interested in 
raising and handling”’ it. 

The counter-stroke by which the pork 
embargo was to have been met had the new 
Ministry continued in the path of the old 
would have been worthy of M. Trrarp him- 
self. It was proposed to retaliate by dis- 
couraging the importation of French wines. 
‘* Certain old statutes yet in force and form- 
ing a part of the revenue system’’ were 
brought out of the tariff armory and put in 
order for use. It was believed that they 
could be employed ‘“‘with telling force 
against the importation of French wines 
with no more perversion of their real 
purpose than the French Government had 
resorted to in putting its sanitary sys- 
tem into operation against American pork.”’ 
This is the method advocated by the 
English ‘‘fair traders.”” We imported a 
little over three million dollars’ worth of 
wines from France in 1880. By raising the 
duty to a prohibitory figure on the 
ground that French wine is mostly adul- 
terated, we could have effectually punished 
France for refusing to take some seven mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of our bacon, hams, pork, 
and lard as she used to do. American wine- 
producers urged this kind of retaliation. 
They would have gained by it, and the pub- 
lic, as usual, would have lost. There is 
probably less copperas, but certainly more 
colic, in American than in French wine. 
Wine-drinkers would choose the latter 
even at a higher price. Thus the lov- 
er of good dinners well washed down, 
though despising the hog and _ never 
tasting his flesh, would have _ been 
taxed on his account. Our commerce is 
hardly in a condition to bear at any point 
the strain of increased retaliatory duties. 
In that game nearly every foreign country 
we trade with would have us at an immense 
disadvantage. It is fortunate for all the 
parties to this grave question that the pig is 
about to be removed from the domain of 
practical politics by the promised action of 
the French Ministry. 








BALLOONS AS DESTRUCTIVE 
AGENTS. 

As the plot to destroy the Gatchina Palace 
was discovered betimes, its practicability in 
a mechanical point of view must remain a 
matter of speculation. But whatever the 
appliances provided, there can be no diffi- 
culty in contriving a balloon that, ascending 
loaded with dynamite and fire-balls, will 


descend within an area as large as that of 


the imperial grounds at Gatchina, setting 
fire to anything inflammable within the 
range of its bursting missiles. The possibil- 
ities of military ballooning, which, a short 
time ago, attracted much attention and some 
experiment, will no doubt be revived in in- 
terest by the capture of the machinery de- 
vised for the Gatchina plot. There are 
obviously two distinct ways of operating a 
balloon for a purpose like the one contem- 
plated by the Nihilists. Either it could be 
supplied with machinery which would cause 
its descent near the spot required, or it could 
be worked by aeronauts, who would take 
their chance of escaping after having 
dropped their explosives as the wind carried 
them along. 

The use of balloons in war is twenty years 
old in this country, but then they were only 
employed for reconnoitring. Lows had 
them in the Spring of 1862 on the Penin- 
sula, making scores of ascensions, viewing 
the Confederate works with a powerful 
glass, sometimes remaining aloft for hours, 
and keeping out of reach of the rifle bullets 
or shells which were occasionally sent to- 
ward him from the hostile camps, as if to 
measure the intervening distance. It was 
found practicable, also, to communicate by 
an insulated wire with head-quarters below. 
Ten years later, as is well known, the 
French added to these military uses of the 
balloon the one of taking letters, and even 
passengers, out of beleaguered Paris to parts 
of France beyond the German investing 
lines. 'The remarkable success of these ex- 
peditions gave a permanent place to balloons 
among military apparatus. The imagina- 
tion, catching fire at future possibilities, 
drew a vivid picture not only of balloon re- 
connoissances but of balloon battles. In 
journals accustomed to speak gravely of the 
art of war, there were foreshadowings of 
bodies of aerial riflemen waging pitched 
combats in the air—aerial marines they 
might have been called, as they were to 
fight from the air-ships with which they 
navigated the atmosphere. 

Of course, this was exaggerating the 
sphere of the balloon in warfare. It skipped 
the all-important step of first getting a con- 
trollable air-ship, since without that aerial 
battles would be chiefly a matter of running 
races before the wind. But even with this 
device secured, what would be the advan- 
tage in sending men to fight at random in 
the clouds who could do this better on solid 
earth? Undoubtedly when aerial travel be- 
comes practicable, the same reason that ex- 
ists for dispatching troops to cut off baggage 
trains and cruisers to seize transports may 
also direct armed scouting parties through 
the air, and the conflict of two of these 
would produce the coveted aerial combat. 
But all speculation on this head is as prema- 
ture as are the revolutions in the carrying 
trade to be effected by the Keeley motor. 

Meanwhile, the invention of another mili- 
tary appliance has made balloon warfare a 
possibility, even with the wind as motive 
power. This is dynamite. The destruction 
wrought by the explosion of even a small 
mass of this substance has made its use in 
balloons a terrible contingency. The effect 
of dropping an ordinary gunpowder shell 
from a balloon, even supposing it could be 
regulated properly for explosion, is not spe- 
cially to be dreaded; nor has it ever as yet 
been found worth while to resort to this de- 
vice when a far more effective method of 
shelling is furnished by an ordinary battery. 
But the possibility of conveying a mass of 
dynamite into the air and letting it drop 
upon a city is another matter. Many exper- 
iments have been made to use this explosive 
in shells, but whatever the degree of success 
claimed, dynamite shells have never appeared 
in actual warfare. The use of dynamite 
from a balloon would not encounter the 
same obstacles. 

Unquestionably, this mode of attack would 
not be sanctioned by the usages of war. It 
would pass to the list of devices prohibited 
as unlawful by the agreement of nations. 
The real danger is in its. employment by 


desperate revolutionists, who, having no: 














acknowledged recognition as belligerents, 
and no definite status among nations, would 
not consider themselves bound by such 
restrictions as established natiens chose to 
fix. Dynamite 1s the natural resors of a 
small and desperate minority. Itis true that 
military ballooning hasits risks. Some time 
ago the possibilities already alluded to caused 
a contest to be arranged at Dungeness be- 
tween an 8-inch howitzer and a military 
balloon of the sort used to carry up one or 
two scouts. The balloon was allowed to 
rise to the height of 800 feet, and then the 
howitzer, which was 2,000 yards distant, 
opened fire on it. The gunners were not 
told of the precise range, but after throwing 
one experimental shell, the second brought 
down the balloon. The projectile had been 
filled with shrapnel, and the fuse was so well 
timed that the shell burst where it sent two 
or three hundred bullets through the fabric. 
In the face of a well-extended army, having 
several howitzers in various positions, and 
on the lookout fora balloon, the latter would 
obviously be far from safe. But it is also 
clear that the balloon gives a chance of 
escape enormously greater than was that of 
the bomb-thrower who killed the Czar; that 
dynamite balloons can be sent up on dark 
nights as well as in daylight, and that even 
bringing one down with a well-directed shot 
would not avert its explosion. Still, the im- 
mediate lesson is that the Emperor ALEx- 
ANDER, who already has his miners and sap- 
pers underground around his palaces, and 
his pickets out on the earth’s surface, has 
stiil a weak point in his defenses—he must 
henceforth have his howitzer batteries point- 
ing toward the skies. 





GENERAL NOTES.

Boatmen and others who 
are acquainted with the river at that point, agree 
that itis unsurpassed for drinking purposes, and 
all visionary dallying with the small lakes of this 
vicinity must be abandoned and a practical solution 
of the New-York water question found inthe great 
river whose waters now quench the thirst of other 


cities.”’ 





SOME MINOR FOREIGN FACTS. 
—_--_ > — 

Since 1867 no fewer than 2,800 houses in 
Edinburgh that were pronounced unfit to live in 
have been pulled down; more than $2,500,000 was 
at the same time spent in city improvements. The 
result of this on the death-rate is mteresting and 
instructive. In 1868it was 26inathousand. Now 
it is 20 in a thousand. 


Germany is declared to be the first nation of 
the world in the number of her special asylums for 
the relief and cure of the afflicted. For deaf-mutes 
she has 31 asylums; for the blind, 31; for lunatics, 
39, and for epileptics, 11; her totalis176. France 
ranks next after her with 70,and England next 
with 65. Russia has only 18. 


Volo has been evacuated by the Turks. They 
left it on a recent afternoon, andin the night the 
Ottoman Commissioner departed with the troops 
for Constantinople. In the morning the troops of 
Greece marched into the town amid the most en- 
thusiastic demonstrations from the peorle, who 
had been reinforced by thousands from the sur- 
rounding villages. 


The trial of Lefroy led to a London bar-room 
quarrel whick ended in murder. Two men dis- 
puted about his guilt and came to high words, 
which resulted in a challenge to fight. They re- 
tired to an open place, and one of them, named 
Beedham, was struck a fearful blow behind the 
ear by the other, whose name was Newman. Beed- 
ham died in a short time and Newman escaped, 


There does not yet appear to beany im- 
provement in the health of the French troops in 
Tunis. Fever and dysentery are great sources of 
disaster. At Susa 670 men are in the hospital. 
Fresh arrivals come in every day from Kairwan, 
and 100 beds have been forwarded to facilitate 
the transport of the more serious cases. During a 
period of 10 days 250 men were recently sent to 
France and 100 others were ready to depart. The 
deaths at Susa averaged four per diem. 


German Social Democracy fell off in its vot- 
ing strength very considerably at the recent elec- 
tions in Saxony, the country where its stronghold 
used to be. Ten years ago there were in Saxony 
37,124 Social-Democrats entitled to vote. Three 
years later there were 92,180, and in three more 
years they had risen in number to 123,978. The 
maximum point was reached in 1878, when they 
polled 128,039 votes. Atthe recent elections they 
numbered only 87,700, fewer than at any time since 
before 1874. 


Dr. Emin, the African traveler, writes toan 
Austrian newspaper that to the north of Victoria 
Nyanza are three other lakes, one of which, how- 
ever, was already known+that discovered by Col. 
Long. Dr. Emin is said to possess a vast deal of 


“information concerning the African lake region: 


that has real geographical importance. Of the 
slave trade he writes that in the Provinces south of 
Egypt it is as flourishing as ever, and that the 
Anglo-Egyptian convention practically is doing 
nothing. His own idea is that the only radical cure 
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for slavery would be the importation of masses of 
Chinese as free colonists. This, he thinks, would 
defeat slavery by rendering it useless. 


American consular agents in the chief north- 
ern sea-ports of the German Empire have made re- 
ports of the German export trade which show a 
large total falling off in the year ended Sept. 39 
last as compared with the previous year It ig 
nearly 5,500,000 marks. Had reports been received 
from the remaining cities, it is believed that some- 
thing like 10,000,000 marks would have been re 
turned. How far this has been due ornot due to 
Prince Bismarck’s policy of protection no attempt 
has been made to show. 


Business on the French railways is increas- 
ing. During the year 1880 and the first half of 1831 
the receipts were 1,028,000,000f.; for a correspond- 
ing period a year earlier they were only 914,000,000t. 
For the first six months of the present year alone 
they were 497,000,000f. Some of the lines show a 
slight falling off, but of the 21 lines operated unde1 
State control, 18 returned an increase in their tota! 
receipts of more than 1,500,000f. Something more 
than 15,000 English miles of new road were opened 
—a considerable increase over the new work of 
the preceding year. 


Estimates have been prepared in Rome of 
the total Jewish population of the earth. They 
place it at 6,568,000 souls, of whom 5,500,000 live in 
Europe, 240,000 in Asia, 500,000 in Africa, and 308,000 
in America, so that, of all the great divisions of the 
world, that in which the Jews found their early 
home has the fewest. The country in which the 
Jews bear the largest proportion to the rest of the 
population is Roumania. Russia is next, and then 
come Germany and Great Britain. These estimates 
are in close accord with others that have been pres 
pared in recent years.

THE ITALIAN OPERA. 

A second performance of Rossini’s **‘ William 
Tell” was given last evening to a large and brilliant 
audience. This representation, for some unknown 
reason, differed essentially from the first. Mlle 
Dotti, who made no particular impression at the 
last performance, sang the last scene of the first 
act with unexpected power and in really artistic 
style, for which she received genuine and well-de- 
served applause. She has never before appeared 
to so much advantage. M. Prevost, on the con 
trary, was decidedly disappointing and did not 
equal his first effort. His Arnoldo is doubtless the 
best thing he does, but, as a matter of fact, this ig 
not saying muchin his favor. It will require tha 
judgment of the next generation to fix the artistig 
position of M. Prevost, for he has much to learn, 
It was evident that he has no method, and, in a 
word, does not know howto sing. His voice ig 
powerful, but it does not possess the true tenor 
quality." He seems like a high baritone, who, 
by strength of lungs, can give a_ forced 
A, B, and C above the staff if necessary. There 
is an uneven quality in his middle and 
lower register, and a total lack of skill in 
vocalization. Study, and possibly something more, 
will be necessary to make this young man equal to 
the position to which he aspires. The grand tria 
of the second act, in which dramatic tenors hava 
been known to excite the greatest enthusiasm, fell 
with chilling effect, for M. Prevost sang out of 
tune; and it is no injustice to him to say that hig 
Arnoldo was, on the whole, very unsatisfactory. 
Mule. Martinez assumed the réle of Miss Juch, and, 
being without rehearsal, is only to be judged with 
consideration. She certainly sang well. In other 
respects the opera was superbly presented, Signor 
Galassi and Signor Monti being perfectly at home 
in their respective rdles, and the chorus and or- 
chestra under Signor Arditi’s direction as accurate 
as might be expected.

THE PARK THEATRE. 

Mr. Maurice Grau’s company appeared last 
night in the first representation in this country of 
Varney’s opera comique, “ Les Mousquetaires ar. 
Couvent.” The opera has had a great success in 
Paris, having been played for over 300 nights in suc- 
cession, and might be expected to be attractive in 
the hands of the excellent artists of Mr. Grau’s 
company. There was a very large audience present 
and considerable enthusiasm expressed, but it is 
problematical if the work will win any lasting 
favor with a New-York audience. The truth is that 
this opera, like others of the same class, derives its 
principal interest from the libretto, and its 
dramatic interpretation is so far above the musical 
interest of the composition that there 1s a feeling 
of disappointment when one hears it. Ifthe opera 
could be acted and not sung it would afford 
pleasure, for the text is full of French chi4 
and suggestion, and could be safely intrusted 
to a company who are more competent to act 
than to sing. Mr. Gran’s company, though 
there are a number of exeellent artists in it, is not 
yet as well organized as it should be. A more 
execrable performance of an orchestra it would 
be difficult to imagine. The conductor apparently 
leaves the members to their own sweet will, 
and the result is that the chorus cannot be 
kept together and that the principal artista 
have -their best efforts ruined. Much char. 
ity is therefore due the singers. The 
music is not original in “Les Mousquetaires.” If 
is bright enough for ordinary purposes, but sug 
gests other works that have been heard before, 
Mile. Paola Marié, MM. Nigri, Tauffenberger. Du: 
plan, and Poyard were all admirable in their re: 
spective r6les, and gave spirit to the performance. 
This afternoon “ La Mascotte” will be performed, 
and in the evening “Si J’Etais Roi’’ will be re 


peated.

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OOMPLICATED CONDITION OF AF. 
FAIRS IN PERU. 

SHE SUMMARY ARREST OF CALDERON— 
SPECULATION AS TO ITS CAUSES—THE 
POSITION IN WHICH THE UNITED STATES 
HAS BEEN PLACED—BOLIVIA’S RENEWED 


OPERATIONS. 

Panama, Nov. 22.—Calderon, the Provi- 
sional President of Peru, is now, with his Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, G.lvez, a prisoner in Chilian 
hands. He was arrested on Novy. C, as he was re- 
turning from mass, and allowed a few minutes in 
which to prepare fora visit to Chili, the length of 
which neither he nor any one else can tell. He was 
then taken to the palace, where he had a private 
interview with Admiral Lynch, sent on a special 
train to Callao, and thero placed on board the 
fron-clad Almirante Cochran. He was courteously 
treated, and was told he might take his family 


with him (he was recently married) and any friends 
se desired to accompany him. The first favor he 
Geclined, but the second he accepted, and selected 
reveral who share his exile. 

The reasons alleged for this arbitrary act are not 
bee made public, but Admiral Lynch is understood 

have acted under orders from Santiago. No 
dune in Lima supposes it is done out of defiance 
to the United States on account of the attitude 
tssumed toward the Chilians by Gen. Hurlbut. 
Phere are surmises that it was because Calderon 
lisregarded Lynch’s order prohibiting the exercise 
of any other authority within the Chillan lines 
than that of the Chilian commander or Goyern- 
ment. Others say that the new Government of Mr. 
Santa Maria believes Pi¢rola to be the strongest 
man in the country, and has banished Calderon to 
make way for him. The removal of Calderon 
makes room, however, for Montero, who 
has announced his acceptance of the Vice- 
Presidency ot the Provisional Government. 
provided he is assured of the _ support 
pf the United States, in which case 
he will assume the Presidency in Calderon's ab- 
pence. Gen. Hurlbut, who interceded earnestly in 
behalf of Mr. Garcial Calderon, is said to have sent 
aAmessenger, Dr. Mountjoy, United States Consul 
st Lambayeque, to Montero, at Cajamarca to as- 
sure him of support and recognition if he comes to 
Lima to succeed the exiled President. People in 
Lima do not understand why Gen. Hurlbut should 
take such aninterest inthe politics of Peru, and 
nterfere in the matter of the dominance of parties 
pr persons. The diplomatic corps one and all con- 
demn his action, and, aithough exceedingly re- 
ticent in the matter, are understood to be unani- 
mous in asserting that Mr. Hurlbut’s action has 
rowplicated aftairs to such an extent that no one 
is competent to understand the situation. The 
Chilians probably do understand what they mean 
to do. and if it is their deliberate intention to 
treat with Piérola, whom they have defeated on 
the fields of Cherillos and Miraflores, and prob- 
ably think is an easy antagonist in diplomacy as in 
war, no support which Gen. Hurlbut can give will 
fave Montero from following his chief into banish- 
ment. 

The trip of the United States steamer Alaska 
from Callao to Maliendo recently has given rise to 
wild reports and all sorts of improbable stories. 
The Lima correspondent of the Adar and Herald 
gives some of these. Under date of Nov. 10 he 
says: “All sorts of wild rumors are afloat as to 
the: recent trip of the Alaska south. She _is 
said to bave broken the blockade at Mallendo, 
and to have landed a brother of Garcia Calderon, 
together with eight millions of dollars in notes 
recently smuggled into Callao Bay from Panama 
and there held awaiting an opportunity for tran- 
spipment. Of course, this report is absolutely 
false, but I give it as indicative of the ideas current 
among the Peruvians, who believe the United 
States are taking the preparatory steps for armed 
intervention. The Pacific Steam Navigation Com- 
pany’s steamer Serena, which arrived yesterday 
from the south, met the Alaska at anchor in Arica, 
and from her learned nothing of this exciting and 
untrue report. which has caused much agita- 
tion during the past few days.’ There is 
searcely a donbt that the Captain of the 
Alaska was allowed by the Chilian Admiral 
to enter Mallendo and remain there during his 
‘pleasure. Many,of the officers visited Arequipa 
with Mr. Calderon, brother cf the banished Presi- 
dent, and were the guestsof the municipality. 
They were received by the people with every dem- 
onstration of welcome. It is unquestionabie that 
if American intervention in Peru could be legiti- 
mately carried to the extent of preventing the loss 
to her of territory. and at the same time of Satis- 
fying the Chilian demands as to indemnity for the 
losses of the war. American influence would at 
one bound attain precedence over every other in 
South America. 

The correspondent of the Star and Herald, con- 
rerning other important matters, says: ‘“*The ap- 
oroach of the Bolivians to the southern Province of 
Peru seems to have determined the Chilians to 
‘ake immediate action. An expedition 15,000 strong 
8 being fitted out in Chili, and, although it is offi- 
zially stated thatit will be commanded py Gen. 
Lagos, those best informed declare that Lynch will 
de offered the position, and that his successor in 
Lima will be Gen. Baquedano. The Payta carries 
he first installment ot this expedition to Pisagua. 
Che steamer Laja has been chartered to carry 
mules and forage te Iquiaque. A few of Campero’s 
nen are said to have paid a flying visit to the town 
»f Tarapacd. The excitement in Iquique has sub- 
sided, and workin the nitrate works, suspended 
}t the approach of the Bolivians, is resumed. The 
workmen have been armed, and, with the 4,000 
men scattered through the department, it is be- 
lieved any invasion could be repelled.” 

If seems that a movement has been set on foot 
fn Loreto, the most distant Peruvian Province on 
the Amazon, favoring annexation to Brazil, and 
that the citizens of Mayobamba, the capital of the 
Province, have held a meeting to protest. against 
the proposed annexation. The district mentioned 
is sparsely populated, covers many hundreds of 
square leagues of territory, and has only slight 
means of communication with the Pacific coast, 
while its rivers and smalier streams afford it ample 
facilities for communication with the outer 
world by the Amazon. It is a district which 
is never visited except by travelers. It has re- 
ceived little encouragement as a part of Peru, but 
tt would enjoy even less were it to join Brazil, 
which empire already owns—as does also Peru— 
rast tracts on the Amazon River whicn have never 
been visited by white men, and which undoubtedly 
tontain vast agricultural and mineral wealth, 
which in future ages wiil be explored and turned 
vo account. 

Along decree has been issued establishing and 
preanizing civil tribunals here and in Callao. The 
frst sittings will commence on the Ist of next 
month, and, no doubt, the Judges will have their 
pands full. These tribunals will be presided over 
py Chilians, and presumably governed by Chilian 
jaws, all of which would indicate that the rato had 
obtained possession of a new field of enterprise 
which he means to keep.

MATTERS 1N FANAMA. 

LOSSES THROUGH STORMY WEKATHER—MER- 
CHANTS RESISTING EXCESSIVE TAXATION, 
PANAMA, Nov. 24.—November is generally a 

month of storms on the isthmus. For over three 

weeks we have had stiff south-west gales, which 
bave churned up the waters of the bay until they 
ypear charged with red mud; daily reports of 
vanoes capsized, schooners dismasted or wrecked, 
yeople drowned or thrown into the water and de- 
youred by sharks, fishermen unable to pursue their 
rocation, and the fleet of canoes and bungoes 
which supply the place with eggs, poultry, &«., 
loreed to remain under shelter. On the 22d a thun- 
jer-storm passed over the city. The rain came 
fown in torrents and the thunder and lightning 
were appalling. The machine shop at the railroad 
station, the Grand Hotel, latelv purchased by the 
canal company, and the house of Mr. Jules Le- 
sandey were struck by lightning. No special dam- 
ize was done, although in the last named case the 
palt crashed through a wooden balcony, throwing 

the floor upward and the ceiling downward in a 

most extraordinary manner. 

The merchants and the Government are at logger- 
heads. Some time agoa decree was issued increas- 
ing thecommercial contribution 25 percent. The 
merchants sent an humble representation to the 
President asking the abrogation of the decree. For 
answer the President ordered the tax, -with the in- 
crease stipulated, to be apportioned and collected 
for the month of December. The merchants, who 
are principally foreigners, insist that the action of 
the Government is illegal; they will not pay the in- 
sreased contribution, but will in each case offer 
‘he same amount as formerly to the collector, and 
nave appealed to their Consuls for protection 
azainst unjust and illegal demands. The Presiden- 
tial decree which has caused al! the trouble is based 
on a law of 1879, which couid only apply. should 
the necessity arise, during the year 1880. 
This law gave the Presideut power to in- 
frease the commercial contribution 25 per 
rent., and to contract a loan of $50,000, 
allowing him to pay interest for the latter as high 
as 1 percent. per month. The loan was contracted 
on terms more favorable to the lender than to the 
Goyernment. Now, the President says, the Treas- 
ur¥is exhausted, and in order to fill its empty 
coffers will avail himself of the other clause of a 
defunct law. The merchants unanimously assert 
they will not pay, and the probabilities axe the 
Government will be obliged te retire from an un- 
tenable position. 
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O#NTRAL AMERICA’S PROGRESS. 
GUATEMALA THREATENED BY MEXICO—RAIL- 
ROAD CONSTRUCTION, 

Panama, Nov. 22.—The question between 
Guatemala and Mexico has eaused much excite- 
ment in Central America, which the latest num- 
bers of the Diario Oficial. of Mexico, is certain still 
further to intensify. It contains gross insults 
against the President of Guatemala, which are al- 
together unworthy of the official organ of any 
Government. So far the response of Central 
American opinion to the menaces of Mexico is en- 
tirely united and is not wanting in dignity. Costa 
Rica, even, whose President is known as an enemy 
of Gen. Barrios, has joined in the general pro- 


fest against Mexican arrogance, and an ar- 
jicle in a semi-official organ takes strong 
yrounds against Mexico. The official jour- 
ral of the Republic of Salvador 
ipproves the protest uttered by Guatemala in the 
nost absolute terms, and pledges the country to 
he support of that protest. Other manifestations 
of opinion no less equivocal have been made, and 
there is no doubtif Mexico persists in invading 
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Guatemala the other states will come to her assist- 
ance. They are very well armed, and should give 
a good account of themselves. Mexico can only 
beat them by overpowering force. his is a good 
time for American intervention. No cause of war 
really exists, and Mexico will be the aggressor. 

Mr. Joaquin Fernandez, an eminent Costa Rican, 
died enddenly in Guatema!a ov Noy. 4. He wasa 
man of more than ordinary character, of fine edu- 
cation, and theroughly cosmopolitan in his ideas. 
To foreigners who came hither for legitimate ob- 
jects he was a good friend; but to the old filibus- 
ters who, ied by Walker, sought to conquer Nica- 
ragua and establish an «mpire of Central America, 
he was an implacable :pemy. He took part in the 
campaign of Rivas, so disastrous to Watker, and 
led the expedition which captured five filibuster- 
ing steamers in the River San Juan, Returning to 
Costa Rica, he entered into commerce, and was suc- 
cessful until he unfortunately became compromised 
in political complications which involved him in 
serious trouble. Defeated in polities, ruined in 
business, and banished the country, he lived in 
Colombia and Guatemala, and finally died in exile. 

From Nicaragua late advices state that the In- 
dian troubles at Matagalpa are at an end. The 
troops in campaign have been recalled from that 
department, leaving only enough to garrison the 
most important points. The last vestiges of the 
threatening revolution appear to have been de- 
stroyed and its leaders captured. Several have 
been banished, among others the notorious Padre 
Apolonio Orosco, who has been particularly active 
as a conspirator and more than ordinarily bitter 
in his denunciations of the Government ever since 
the expulsion of the Jesuits. Two brethren of that 
order, who had been detained by sickness in Mata- 
galpa, were banished Oct. 15. Before going away. 
however, they joined in a protest which was 
angry, abusive, and insolent. 

The railroad from Chanandega to Posoltega was 
delivered or Oct. 15 by Mr. Norris to the Govern- 
ment Commissioners appointed for the purpose— 
Messrs. Sonnenstern and Cobos. These gentlemen, 
after a careful and minute inspection, declared the 
work to have been done in perfect conformity 
with the contract made with the Government by Mr. 
Norris, and added that, although severe rains had 
lately fallen, the road-bed, bridges, &c., remained in 
perfect condition. The work of preparing the road- 
bed on advanced sections of the line between 
Chinandega and Leon has received little inter- 
ruption from the rains during the present season. 
Mr. Norris isan American contractor, and his en- 
terprise is supported by several strong houses in 
New-York.

NEGOTIATIONS COMPLETED FOR AN OUTLET 
IN BUFFALO—DETAILS OF THE SCHEME. 


BUFFALO, Dec. 2.—The St. Louis express 
over the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
brought here last night, from Cleveland, three pri- 
vate cars containing prominent officers of the Bal- 
timore and Ohio and other roads, the party num- 
bering 16 persons. The precise nature of their visit 
and its importance was not ascertained until to- 
day. It was something more than a flying visit of 
inspection, being the first official tour over the new 
complete system of railway communication by 
which Buffalo is to gain an entire trunk line to the 
West and South-west. The corporation carrying 
into effect this seheme is the Baltimore 
and Ohio, working through the Buffalo, 
Pittsburg and Western and two- minor 
roads. The contract was signed in New-York 
Thursday by President John W. Garrett, of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Road, and President C. W. 
Jones, of the Buffalo, Pittsburg and Western. By 
its terms the freight and passenger traftic interests 
of both corporations become identical over the 
route of the latter. The scheme extends further 
than this single compact, embracing other railroads 
not now connected in any way with Buffalo, and 
ramifying into the great regions of the Ohie and 
Mississippi basins. As completed the new trunk line 
will be made up as follows: From Chicago to Chi- 
cago Junction by the Baltimore and Ohio; from Chi- 
cago Junction to New-Castle, 120 miles, anew road 
will be built at once, and be knowu as the Buffalo, 
Baltimore and Ohio, of which Col. A. N. Martin is 
President: from New-Castle to Oil City. the old 
New-Castie and Franklin Road will be refitted and 
extended, and made a part of the system; from 
Oil City to Olean, the Buffaio, Pittshurg and West- 
ern main line: from Olean to Buffalo, the Buffalo, 
New-York and Phijadelphia Road, connecting here 
with the New-York, Lake Erie and Western. Be- 
tween Chicago Junction and New-Castle the sur- 
veys have all been made. Three months will 
probably see the link in suceessful operation. 

The first and most important feature is the se- 
curing of terminal facilities here for the Baitimore 
and Ohio. This will give a needed outlet to the 
soft coal! traffic of that road, which at present 
ships from Sandusky and other points up the lake 


| at from 80 to 50 cents per ton more than can be 


contracted for out of the harbor of Buffalo. In 
this respect the road will be Jargely a gainer, not 
only in a greater regularity of movement for its 
coal and cheaper rates of freight, but also in the 
establishment of a general shipping yard or dock 
where East-bound freight can be held and dis- 
patched to the sea-board. Buffalo, on the 
other hand, is a direct beneficiary when the new 
business to be derived from Chicago, Seuthern 
Niinois, Indiana, and Ohio and allthe region now 
traversed by the main line of the Baltimore and 
Ohio istaken into consideration. The passenger 
travel from St. Louis, Nashville, and even as far 
South as Memphis, will be nae by this new 
route. The cattle interests of Buffalo are also to 
be largely enhanced. While the road does not pro- 
pose to shut off any trade from Baltimore, it will 
be able to throw a great deai to this city that 
would not otherwise come this way. By 
Jan. 30, or at the latest by the end of Feb- 
ruary, the chain of connection will have 
been established from the coal country to Buffalo, 
and it is expected that the same date will find the 
whole system in operation. In anticipation of the 
new deal the Buffalo, Pittsburg and Western has 
been laid with new steel rails forthe greater part 
of its distance. New rolling stock, &c., has been 
ordered. Track-laying on the Buffalo, Pittsburg 
and Western between Brockton and Buffalo is 
advancing at the rate of three-quarters of a mile 
per day; four miles and a half of rails have already 
been laid, and it is expected that the entire exten- 
sion will be completed by the last of February. 
The track of this road will connect with the Buf- 
falo, New-York and Philadelphia just outside the 
city limits and come in overthe same line. It is 
stated also that the New-York, Chicago and St. 
Louis Road, which is building between Buffalo and 
Brockton, in connection with the Buffalo, Pittsburg 
and Western, will also come in over the same tracks.

TRYING LIEUT. FLIPPER. 
Sitiijeisinlippandl nie 

IN HIS BEHALF BY HIS 
BERVANT. 

Fort Davis, Texas, Dec. 2.—The defense 
in the trial of Lieut. Flipper resumed the intro- 
duction of testimony to-day, and called Lucy E. 
Smith, who testified that she was Flipper’s servant, 
and, since her return tothe post, about a month 
prior to the difficulty, had roomed with Mrs. Alsah 
in another house. She kept a portion of her cloth- 
ing in a chest and a trunk. The latterhad no 
lock, and was stored in Flipper’s tent with his 
permission. Flipper always carried the key of his 
trunk, and she never opened it without his knowl- 


edge. On Aug. 13 she asked for the key to 
the trunk to put away Flipper’s washing 
and to take out some of her clothing. 
While in the house she was always cautioned to be 
careful of his papers and to lock the house, as, be- 
ing bis servant, she would be held responsible for 
any less. On the morning in question she went to 
the trunk and took out some personal clothing and 
put away the washing. The woman helping her 
she did not trust, and not being through with the 
trunk she took two envelopes out and put 
them in the bosom of her dress, intending to 
return them as soon as she was through her work 
and then lock the trunk. Flipper frequently said: 
“Lucy, don’t go away and jeave the trunk open; 
be very careful and keep it Jocked, and when you 
go away give me back the keys.’’ No particular 
reason wus given for the caution, and he sever 
told heranything about these papers. She took 
them without his knowledge. She laid the key on 
the table because she had done putting away the 
clothes. She did not remember whether she 
locked the trunk or not, Flipper went out after 
giving her the key. She had put her clothes 
in ‘lipper’s quarters since her return to 
the post, about two months, because 
she had secure place to put them. 
When Col. Shafter went to the quarters 
and told her to go to the office she was not done 
cleaning house, and had the papers. She was so 
frightened from the time Col. Shafter arrived that 
she could not remember where she went or what 
was said about the papers, or anything eise. She 
remembered being in jail, and was very much 
frightened there. 

On cross-examination a vigorous effort was made 
to eontuse the witness’s memory, but without suc- 
cess. The witness said she was eso scared 
she didn’t remember anything after her arrest. 
She said the sight of Col. Shafter frightened her,and 
she was frightened yet. Tne court admitted the 
statement of witness at the preliminary examina- 
tion, and the afiidavit for a habeas corpus writ, 
containing statements somewhat contradictory as 
to the possession of the papers, over the objection 
of the defense that previous statements in judicial 
proceedings could not be used against her, and cited 
section 860, Revised Statutes. The witness said 
that Flipper never said anything to her about his 
business. She was innocent, and he had no busi- 
ness to talk on such subjects. She never dressed 
herself in Flipper’s quarters, but always at Mr. 
Alsah’s. She could not remember anything about 
the steps taken to get her out of jail. On re-exam- 
ination, she said her friends took the necessary 
steps to release her. She never spent a night in 
Flipper’s quarters.

POUGHKEEPSIE GLASS-WORKS BURNED, 

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Dec. 2,—The Pough- 
keepsie Glass-works were destroyed by fire last 
night, together with large quantities of glass ready 
for shipment and in process of manufacture. The 
fire was undoubtedly the work of an incendiary. 
The loss on stock and buildings was at first esti- 
mated at $250,000, but later reports make it less 


heavy. Although the Superintendent is very 
reticent as to the insurance, it is ascertained 
that the total insurance amounts to $60,825 in 40 
different companies, and $35,745 of it is divided 
among Poughkeepsie agents. The gas-house and 
the producers’ tank and contents, valued at be- 
tween $40,000 and $50,000, are safe. About half of 
the packed goods are also saved, though all of the 
costly packed demijohns were destroyed. A large 
amount of lumber wasalso burned. The insurance 
was about $40,000 on stock and $21,000 on build- 
ings. maehinery, &c, A large amount of the work

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Dec. 2.—David Leavitt, 
20 years old, and unmarried, a confectionery mer- 
chant of this city, was found dead in the Agawam 
woods to-day. seated in a carriage and shot through 


the head, the pistol having evidently been fired 
by somebody sitting in the carriage. Leavitt 
is known to have driven away from 
town about 10 o’clock Thursday night, with a large 
amount of money and a watch, but neither were 
found on the body.

Whoever did 
the deed drew the team into the woods and hitched 
the horse there, leaving the body sitting in the 
carriage.

St. Lovis, Dec. 2.—A special from Rio 
Grande City, Texas, says the body of a Mexi- 
can was found three miles south of that town, 
pierced by four bullets and his throat cut from ear 
to ear. The horrible murder is said to have been 
committed by Mexicans who live on this side of 
the river. No clue has been found to the perpetra- 
tors, 

It is said by Mexican officers from Camargo, 
Mexico, that an entire family was murdered in cold 
blood several nights ago near that city, it is sup- 
posed, for the purpose of robbery and revenge. 

Sheriff J. E, Martin and Louis Henry, who were 
returning from serving citations, were waylaid and 
murdered six miles below town.

Norwicn, N. Y., Dec. 2.—At Sherburne, 
Chenango County, last night, James Wi'kinson and 
John Haggerty became very drunk in a saloon and 
quarreied. They concluded to settle their dispute 
by going into the street and fighting it out with 
knives. Haggerty was so cut and mangled that he 
cannot live. Wilkinson was lodged in jail. 


BRADFORD, Penn., Dec. 2.—One hundred 
Swedish and Irish laborers, at work on the Pitts- 
burg, Bradford and Buffalo Railroad, visited Kane 
last evening to see their foreman regarding wages. 
They became drunk and started a terrible riot. 
Clubs and stones were used. A Swede named 
Brandt was killed, and three others were fatally 
wounded. Officers are hunting for the murderers.

WALL STREETLAND SHARKS 


4 CONFIDENCE FIRM OF ONE IN 
DESPERATE DANGER. 

THE STOCK EXCHANGE PROCEEDING AGAINST 
THE FIRM OF ‘‘ WARD & CO.’’—GLOW- 
ING PROMISES MADE TO GULLIBLE AXD 
GREEDY AMATEUR INVESTORS—A FEW 
INSTANCES OF BROKEN PROMISES, 

Wall-street is as prolific of schemers and 
these schemers find as many guilible victims in 
these latter days as ever in the wicked past. 

Evidence of this crept out yesterday in steps taken 

by Messrs. Oudin #@ Oakley, attorneys for the New- 

York Stock Exchange, against a widely advertised 

firm of ‘‘brokers,”’ charged with swindling in a 

wholesale way a too confiding public. The firm 

azainst whom the complaints are lodged is 

Ward & Co. of No. 53 Exchange-place. 

Ward & Co. pretend to be abie to guaran- 

tee that no moneys put in the market through 

them can be lost. They virtually pledge a full in- 
surance of allinvestments placed for speculation 
in their hands. <A further generous promise is that 
large dividends from the firm’s aggregated profits 
will accrue to patrons. Ward & Co. is not one of 
the old houses of the street, its somewhat interest- 
ing career beginning about the 1st day of last Janu- 
ary. Its 11 monthsof existence have been eventful. 

In the daily newspapers of the City have appeared 

plluring advertisements of the firm and its promises, 

surpassed in giewing rhetoric only by the cards 


published in the country weeklies, which were ex- 
ceeded in turn by the circulars tssued for distribu- 
tion through the remote country districts. A sam- 
ple of their literature was the following eard, print- 
ed in amorning newspaper during theo last week, 
among the financial advertisements: 
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GUARANTEED AGAINST LOSS, 


Small or large sums invesved in stocks 
and guaranteed against loss. 
TWENTY-FIVE TiiQUSAND DOLLARS. 

We will place twenty-five thousand dollars in 
the Union Trust Company for the name of a 
party who has ever lost a dollar through Ward 
& Co. in stock. WARD & CO.,

There was more than one interesting feature in 
Nhe circulars sent out asking patronage. A wil- 
ingness was announced to receive moneys for in- 
restment from $20,000 down to “ fractional parts of 
$100,"’ and this was supplemented by the informa- 
tion that “all that is required to make money in 
stocks is to possess a good judgment, capital, ex- 
perience, and knowledge of Yalues.” Ali these 
were alleged to be possessed by Ward & Co., and 
profits ranging from 35 to 400 per cent. were prom- 
on allinvestments promptly forwarded. ‘‘ No one 
has ever sent us money,” said the circular, ** with- 
put receiving handsome profits on their invest 
nents.” “Our references are our customers, 
who have been making handsome _ profits.” 
Ward & Co. were determined that the public 
thould not overlook the wonderfully generous 
tharacter of this guarantee. The only fees asked 
lor their service to investors were such as would 
de represented by a share in the profits of invest- 
ments. ‘* We hope the readers of this sircular,”’ it 
was explained, however, ‘will not understand us 
io convey the idea that we never make aloss. We 
are not infallible, but we receive half the profts 
from hundreds of customers. But as tve reeeive 
one-half of those profits we can afford to take a loss 
that asingle individual on a light margin could 
not.” Ward & Co. were outspoken sgainst the 
false idea of small margins. Just sueb overations, 
they declared, *‘are what cause the great losses in 
Wall-street.” “The individual or tirm,” averred 
Ward & Co., growing confidential, ‘‘ who advises 
you to buy on small margins is only after your 
money.” 

Of course the special advantages of placing in- 
vestments through Ward & Co. were not lost sight 
of in the circular’s recitals. Not only were the 
speculating patrons of Ward & Co. to be guaran- 
teed absolutely against loss, but they were to be 
served with monthly statements, and assurances 
were given that profit and principal should be sub- 
ject to command. Investments being wholly under 
control, money vot invested was to be at de- 
mand on check at sight. 

Ward & Co. bore strongly upon their integrity 
and responsibility. ‘Since we started in busi- 
ness,” said the circular, “* we have yet to receive 
the first complaint against our manner of 
dealing.” At this date Ward & Co. had 
been in existence upward of a month. 
Bat it was not long before the complaints which 
Ward & Co. had “yet to receive’ began to pour 
in, and members of the Stock Exchange were in 
receipt of complaining epistles from country corre- 
spondents. The law firm of Oudin & Oakley, at- 
torneys for the Stock Exchange, began an investi- 

ation. The lawyers speedily discovered that 
Ward & Co. was James Lacy, who last Fall 
‘aunched “The Wall-Street Bond and Stock Pur- 
chasing Company,” an institution which was to 
make heavy investments in ;securities and declare 
heavy dividends from heavy profits; an institution 
Without Secretary, Treasurer, or President, and 
whose demise quiekly followed certain proceed- 
Ings before the postal authorities. 

Mr. James Lacy proved himself a gentleman of 
expedients. In the same office where had bud- 
ded, blossomed, and withered his ‘* Wall-Street 
sond and Stock Purchasing Company,’ was set up 
the firm of Ward & Co., whose extraordinary eircu- 
lars were scattered broadcast. Yesterday Mr. 
Lacy was notified that his ‘* Ward & Co.”’ was like- 
ly to receive even more careful attention than had 
his preceding enterprise. He was very indignant 
and indulged in ejaculations that were not dig- 
nifed. *““Ward & Co.,” depending, of course. for 
support upon persons outside of New-York City, 
advised in their circulars that remittances be for- 
warded by postal money orders or in registered 
letters. If it be established that they are frauds, 
their v.se of the mails will, of course, be promptly 
brought to an end, and valuable letters ad- 
dressed to them will be returned to the 
renders. Messrs. Oudin & Oakley say that the 
cass against them is clear, and that a complaint 
wit h supporting affidavits will be forward2d_ this 
Morning to Postmaster-General James, at Wash- 
ington, asking prompt action. The first affidavit 
is made by James Halpin, a erippled soldier, living 
at the Soldiers’ Home, in Wasbington, who in- 
trusted $50 to the firm in response to a circular 
nnd a personal ietter. In the latter, dated Jan. 18, 
1881, appeared the gratifying information that 
“dishonest stock brokers are ull driven out of this 
business. No one at present is permitted to do 
business unless they do as they agree with their 
customers, We are making our customers 
handsome profits. If you decide to invest 
we shall be pleased to serve yeu. The prin- 
cipal is absolutely guaranteed against loss.” 
Amoxg the inducements offered by the philan- 
thropie Ward & Co. was an exhibit of some of the 
fortunes made in Wall-street. Wiiliam H. Vander- 
bilt was scheduled at $200,000.000; Jay Gould, $60,- 
000,000; Russell Sage, $40,000,000; James R. Keene, 
$40,000,000; D. P. Morgan, $10,000,000: D. O. Mills, 
&20,009,000; William R. Travers, $10,000,000; Charies 
Osborn, $10,000,000; W. L. Scott, $15,000,000; Addi- 
s0n Cammack, $10,000,000. Butin a cireular sent 
out a week or twolater, just half of Mr. Cammaek’s 
$10,000,000 was, forsome unexplained reason, cut off. 
When Ward & Co. came into possession of the sol- 
dier’s $50 their interest in their correspondent sud- 
denly waned. He asked for information: wanted 
to know how his funds were invested; was anx- 
ious to hear something about the much-advertised 
**handsome profits.”” His letters remained unan- 
swered; the promised ‘‘monthly statementa’’ 
failed to appear, and, so far as Mr. Halpin could 
discover, his $50 was gone, and gone forever. 
Messrs. Oudin & Oakley stepped into the case 
just at this poimt. Mr. Oakley called at No. 53 Ex- 
change-place. Mr. Lacy was found to be Ward & 
Co. xll by himself. Being pressed for information 
he insisted that the soldier’s money had been in- 
vested in Boston, Hartford and Erie bonds at 
$2 75 per share: but Ward & Co., strangely 
enough, declined to tell when and with 
what operators the investment had been 
made, claiming that the circumstance was forgot- 
ten. Threatened with prosecution, Mr. Lacy was 
giad to refund the $50. A lady in Pittsfie!d, Mass., 
makes affidavit to a similar experience. Her invest- 
raent was $25, and Ward & Co.in her case too 
chose to ignore all requests for information. She 
prepared to bring a suit against the firm, where- 
upon Mr. Lacy offered to return the $25, with “$6 
alleged profits,’ but no information as to how the 
money had been invested could be obtained. Levi 
H. Parsons. of this City, sought to make a fortune 
on a ten-dollar investment through Ward & Co. He 
failed, and testifies that he finds it impossible to 
even get bis $10 back. In Parsons’s affidavit ap- 
pears a description of Ward & Co.’s office 
which comprises three small rooms, a small 
desk standing alone in the principal small room, 
at which was generaily to be seen a small 
boy addressing envelopes. Except the small boy, 
Lacy was the oniy person in sight who appeared to 
have any connection with the business of Ward & 
Co. Lacy answered to the name of *“ Mr. Ward.” 
The latter assertion is also testified to bya lad, now 
a student atthe College of the City of New-York, 
who, during a portion of his last Summer vacation, 
was inthe employ of the firm. The young man 
testifies that he occupied the main room of the 
office, where alsa, for part of the time, Mr. Lacy 
was to be found. He addsthat he never saw in the 
office any books of account whatever. Theonly 
beoks in which there were any writings at all were 
the books containing long lists of addresses to 
whom the circulars of Ward & Co. were direeted. 

In addition to these affidavits, Messrs. Oudin & 
Oakley join with their complaint letters trom law 
firms in this City who have been called upon to in- 
vestigate Ward & Co. in the interest of country 
ehents. One firm avers that their client was at 
first informed that bis investment was drawing 20 
per cemt., and he was promised 50 per cent. if it 
was “left untouched.”” The return of the money 
was only secured after threats had been made that 
the case would be reported to the District Attorney 
and to the Stock Exchange. 

It is stated that a few months ago Lacy obtained 
aticket of admission to the Long itoom of the 
Stock Exchange. It was subsequently caaceled, 
and he has since been barred out.

Ho declined to say whether he 
did any printing for Mr. Rollins unless that gentle- 
man autherized him to make a statement in regard 
to the matter, on tho ground that this wasa private 
business matter which should not be divulged. The 
eommittee took this view of the matter, and ap- 
pointed Col. Fellows and Messrs. Beatty and Day- 
ton to obtain, if possible, the information from 
Mr. Rollins. Marcus F. Fi bons, a witness for 
Mr. Andrews, gave testimony intimating that the 
substitation occurred before the ballots left Mr. 
Brown’s charge, and not afterward. Two coach- 
men testified that the ballots were not tampered 
with in transit from the printing-office to the dis- 
trict head-quarters. The committee will resume 
its labors Monday night.

JOHN HALLIARD SENTENCED. 


—_—_—>—————_ 
A YEAR AND A HALF IN PRISON FOR FRAUD- 
ULENT BANK MANAGEMENT. 

The long protracted trial of the officers and 
Directors of the broken Mechanics and Laborers’ 
Savings Bank, of Jersey City, was brought to an 
end yesterday by the sentence of the prisoners. 
The history of the case is peculiar. The bank was 
organized in 1869 by a number of gentlemen con- 
nected with the Catholic churches of Jersey City. 
The institution did not enjoy along or a prosper- 
ous existence. When formed, David Hallinan was 
its President, John Halliard its Cashier, and James 
W. Donelan was clerk. Most of the original Direc- 
tors retired upon discovering that they were in- 
tended to be mere figure-heads, and that 
the bank’s affairs were altogether in 
the hands of Hallinan and _ Halliard, 


After a while Hallinan died, and the management 
was reorganized, Halliard becoming President and 
Donelan Cashier. In 1878 reports detrimental to 
the credit of the bank began to creep into the pub- 
lic prints, and from those reports Henry 
C. Kelsey, Secretary of State, at that 
time Bank Examiner, learned of the exis- 
tence of the Mechanics and Laborers’ Bank. 
Mr. Kelsey at once visited Jersey City to make an 
examination into the bank’s affairs. He found 
them in a very unsatisfactory condition, and on 
Noy. 2, 1878, the bank closed with a deficiency of 
about $100,000. The people who had been swin- 
dled by its operations were mostly of the poorer 
class, many of whom, if not all, had been induced 
by appeals to their religious feelings to withdraw 
their deposits from other banks and place them ia 
the Mechanics tand Laborers’, and their denuncia- 
tions were bitter. Some of them even favored a 
résort to violence. Two of the depositors, one of 
whom had lost the savings of nearly 40 years, 
amounting to $8,000, became insane. 

The result of this bitter state of feeling was the 
prompt indictment of Halliard and Donelan, the 
bank’s officers, and also of Jeremiah Sweeney. 
Patrick Sheeran, Adam J. Dittmar, and Dr. Thomas 
Cc. O'Callaghan, of the Board of Directors. 
The specific charge against them was conspiracy 
to defraud, the actual defalcation having been 
barred by the Statute of Limitation. It wasshown 
in evidence that Donelan suspected irregularities 
at the timeof Halliard and Hallinan’s management, 
and upon his promotion, at the time of Hallinan’s 
death, he brought the matters to the notice of the 
Directors. They called upon Halliard for an ex- 
planation, and he teld them a plausible story that 
satisfied them, though subsequent events showed 
that his story was false. It was further shown 
that Halliard Sel used the money to purchase real 
estate in his own name, and that his ruin was 
brought about by the depreciation of real estate in 
1875. When the Directors finally learned of the 
real nature of Halliard’s conduct, the bank was 
wrecked beyond hope. They continued to transact 
business, and O’Callaghan and Donelan even went 
so far as to solicit deposits, always appealing to the 
religious feelings of those whose money they 
sought. In this they claimed that they were acting 
with honest intentions, believing that the bank 
could be carried through its troubles. 

In spite of the pleas of good intent made in be- 
half of the Directors when placed on trial in De- 
cember, 1878, the jury convieted them, the verdict 
being rendered on the last dayof the year. In 
1880 an application was made for a new trial, and 
the case was certioraried to the Supreme Court to 
remove the matter from the jurisdiction of Judge 
Garreison, before whom the case was tried. Many 
delays followed, and the Supreme Court did not 
adjudicate upon the case until 1881, when it de- 
cided that it was without authority to ordera new 
trial, and the case went back to the General Ses- 
sions for revision. After hearing the argument, 
Judge Garretson denied the motion for a new trial, 
and directed the defendants to appear for sentence 
on Dee. 2. 

The court-room was thronged yesterday by the 
depositors and the friends of the defendants, who 
have, during the week, brought all the influence 
they could command to work upon the 
court. All the defendants entered the 
court-room -—_ early, accompanied by ; their 
counsel and  ex-Attorney-General Gilchrist. 
When the defendants were called to the bar, the 
Hon. Leon Abbett said that it was not shown that 
one single dojlar of the squandered funds ever 
went into the hands of the Directors or that they 
had made any of the disastrous investments whie 
had ruined the bank. Their only crime was trust- 
ing aman who was a Gignitary of the Church, and 
— they believed was entitled to their eonfi- 

ence. 

Gilbert Collins followed, saying he believed this 
was a case for clemency, as the defendants had 
intended no wrong. They thought they could carry 
the bank through, andif they had succeeded, the 
men who now sought their punishment would have 
applauded them. The verdict that convicted them 
was, then, sufficient punishment. 

Mr. Gilchrist next spoke for Mr. Halliard. He 
said that this defendant had repented of the 
wrong done and had surrendered all his property, 
his wife even giving up ahouse and lot that had 
been settled upon herself. These restitutions 
amounted in all to $58,000, and he considered that 
this fact entitled him to consideration. Another 
fact to be considered was that any crime Halliard 
might have committed was barred by the Statute 
of Limitation. and to deprive him of this right was 
also to deprive him of the right of amnesty and of 
pardon. His client had beggared himself to right 
the wrong he had done. 

Judge Garretson and his associates retired for 
consultation at noon. At 1:05 they returned to the 
court-reom, when Judge Garretson pronounced 
the sentences. His remarks were very brief. He 
considered that the trial had been fair and impar- 
tial, and that the evidence warranted the verdict. 
The court felt, however, that there was a differ- 
ence in the degree of crime. John Halliard was the 
President of the bank. He had sole control of its 
affairs, and he knew the bank could not be resusci- 
tated. He then spoke of the share the others had 
had in the affairs of the bank, concluding by sen- 
tencing John Halliard to State prison for 18 months, 
and James W. Donelan and Thomas C. Callaghan 
to pay a fine of $500 each and costs. Sentence was 
suspended in the cases of Jeremiah Sweeney, Adam 
J. ee and Patrick Sheeran upon payment of 
costs. 

Mr. Halliard was at once arrested. His arrest 
caused a slight demonstration, which was prompt- 
ly checked by Judge Garretson. Halliard made no 
remark. After he was removed. the crowd dis- 


persed, the other defendants being warmly con- 
gratulated by their friends. 


MR. BEECHER’S PRAYER-MERTING., 


Mrs. R. C. Mather, the conductor ofa mission 


for freedmen at Beaufort, S. C., spoke of her work 
at the Friday evening prayer-meeting in Plymouth 
Chureh jast night. She told of the success of her 
industrial school for colored children, and related 


cruelties practiced upon them by white people 
whom she regarded as a discredit to the race. In 
conclusion she asked for aid. Mr. Beecher said 
he was inthe South during the war, and noticed 
that all the colored people bought candles as 
soon as they were freed. He inquired the reason 
and learned that only the whites had burned them 
before. Candles were considered symbolical of 
freedom. 

“They can’t hear over here,” broke in a man 
who had interrupted Mrs. Mather with the same 
remark, 

“Ob, they can hear well enough; you Jet me 
alone,’’ retorted Mr. Beecher, who was suffering 
with a cold and wore a velvet-faced overcoat dur- 
ing the meeting. The congregation laughed, the 
man subsided, and Mr. Beecher resumed his re- 
marks. ‘Now,’ said Mr. Beecher, as he finished 
speaking, * I would like to have every one of you 
give at least one candle.” 

One of the gentlemen taking up the collection 
Gropped his basket on the floor while passing it, 
and the jingle of the coins struck the people so 
humorously that they laughed outright. Mr. 
Beecher, however, kept his face straight and pro- 
nounced the benediction.

her. Anodynes were administered to relieve her 
temporarily, and then the physician closely scruti- 
nized her mouth and throat, but could find no evi- 
dence of Inceration. Moreover, she could swallow 
readily. He suggested that the teeth might have 
been mislaid, but this was indignantly scouted by 
the attendants, who aeclared that they had 
searched the house from top to bottom. <A further 
search under tre pillow failed to disclose the miss- 
ing property, and the case hegan to look serious, 
asthe poor woman declared that she could not 
stand it any longer, as she felt the edge of the teeth 
cutting into the sides of her stomach. Finally, at 
the suggestion of the Doctor, the inside of one of 
the pillow-cases was examined, and there the teeth 
were found, perfectly safe and harmless. The pa- 
tlent, who had a moment before been suffering 
fromt he laceration of the teeth ‘against the edges 
of her stomach.” recovered instantly, and the Doc- 
tor was promptly dismissed.

TRIAL OF MRS. COLEMAN. 


THE JURY IN THE COLES CASE LOCKED UP 
FOR THE NIGHT. 

The jury in the trial, in the Court of Oyer 
and Terminer, of Elizabeth Coleman, for the mur- 
der of George T. Coles, Assistant Treasurer of 
Miner’s Theatre, failed to agree upon a verdict 
after deliberating more than six hours, and 
were, therefore, locked up until this morning. 
The testimony yesterday was strongly against 
Mrs. Coleman. Thomas W. Moore, Treas- 
urer of Miner’s Theatre, testified that he had 
known her for four months before she shot Coles, 
He had seen her goingin and out of and passing 
by the theatre, and had met her at the ball of the 


East Side Association. At5 o’clock of the morn- 
ing after the ball Coles, being drunk, ran out 
of a restaurant in which he was_ with. her, 
and she pursued him and took him_ back. 
William Lansing, an actor, testified that he had 
known Mrs, Coleman as Miss McCormick, and he 
had accompanied her and Coles and her niece, 
Mary, or May McLean, to a hotel, and remained 
there all night. He declared, however, that Miss 
McLean was a virtuous girl. Robert Lang, keeper 
of a saloon in Chrystie-street, swore that rs. 
Coleman used to visit his saloon, usually after 11 P. 
M., and that several times she sent messages 
thence to Coles, with whom she appeared 
to be on good terms. Mrs. Catharine Murray, 
housekeeper of No. 82 Catharine-street, de- 
clared that she knew nothing against the 
character of Mrs. Coleman, and that the prisoner 
was “a good and tidy housekeeper.” She denied 
that she had ever said anything against Mrs. Cole- 
man’s character. 

In summing up the ease, the counsel for the de- 
fense urged the insanity theory, and argued at 
great length that Mrs. Coleman had been treated 
in a dastardly manner by George T. Coles. Her 
brain had been weakened by disease, he said, 
and by the constant strain put upon it by the 
fear that Coles would reveal the shameful 
position into which he had put her. 
Finally there came a blow which temporarily 
threw her reason from its seat. Colestold her hus- 
band that she had maintained illicit relations with 
him, and her husband threatened to procure a ‘di- 
voree, and to deprive her of herchildren. Mad- 
dened by these threats, and the unparalleled 
treachery of Coles, she rushed from her home, not 
knowing where she was going or what she was do- 
ing. Is this state, when her brain worked without 
recording impressions, she took the life of the man 
who had ruined her. Mrs. Coleman wept while her 
counsel spoke. 

Assistant District Attorney Lyon argued that the 
prisoner must be convicted of murder in the first 
degree, the crime charged in the indiclment. The 

lea of insanity, he said, was unsupported by proef. 
Neither of the physicians put upon the stand was 
an expert in mental diseases. One of them de- 
elared this fact, and the other said he had procured 
some knowledge by reading, but not from experi- 
ence. The strongest evidence against the prisoner, 
Mr. Lyon declared, was that given by herselfin her 
glib narrative. This virtuous woman had demon- 
strated the extent of her virtue by taking 
her own niece, a girl of tender years, 
to a place where her morals were likely to be 
sapped and where her virtue was exposed to terri- 
ble assaults. She went to lager beer saioons and 
other places with Coles, and she was known by the 
men at Miner’s Theatre as a regular attendant. 
They knew her as Lizzie Coleman and she ad- 
dressed them familiarly as Bob, Jim. Tom, Harry, 
or George. She could net hope to keep these facts 
from the knowledge of her husband, and as the 
time for his return was approaching she _be- 
came excited by the fear of his anger. When 
he arrived he learned the story of her wrong-doing, 
and told her he would leave her; and when she be- 
came convinced that he meant what he said she 
beeame frenzied. Actuated by passion, but yet 
knowing what she did, she took a pistol from a 
bureau-drawer, robed herself, and_ deliberately 
went out and shot Coles, whom she had come to 
regard as in some sort a traitor through whom 
she was about to lose the good home whose sanc- 
tity she had violated. 

Judge Davis charged the jury very carefully, his 
address lasting about an hour. He said that the 
first question for the jury to decide was, Did the 
prisoner act with premeditation and deliberation 
or without it? If she did so act, her crime would 
be murder in the first degree. If she acted with- 
out premeditation and deliberation, but with mur- 
derous intent, she would be guilty of murder in the 
second degree. If the act was done without in- 
tent to kill, but with the purpose to 
maim with a deadly weapon, it wouid 
be manslaughter in the third degree. The 
jury should take into consideration everything 
that transpired between the prisoner and her 
husband, and the state of her mind resulting from 
those occurrences. lt was conceivable, Judge 
Davis said, that a woman whose infidelity had been 
made known to her husband, and who was threat- 
ened with a divorce from him and separation from 
her ebiJdren, would be thrown into a state of 
mentalagony. It seemed clear, from the fact that 
the prisoner wandered aimlessly, distant from her 
home, on the nights prior to her meeting with her 
husband, that she was laboring under great 
mental excitement. The act of killing might be 
donein suchastate of mind, without premedita- 
tion, and the crime would be murder in the second 
degree. If the prisoner was unable to decide be- 
tween right and wrong when sbe shot Coles, she 
was insane and must be acquitted, but if she was 
actuated by anger ora desire for vengeance, she 
must be held responsible. Anger was no excuse 
for crime. Judge Davis then reviewed the 
testimony, and pointed out that it the 
prisoner spoke to Policeman Quirk when she sur- 
rendered as he said she spoke to him it would indi- 
cate that her mind was then clear, and the infer- 
ence was gecper that it was clear when she fired 
the fatal shot. 

The jury retired at 4:30 o'clock P. M. They were 
locked up forthe night at 11 o’clock. Mrs. Cole- 
man was taken back tothe Tombs.

onalarge part of his merchandise for $50,000 to 
secure certain creditors. His liabilities in New- 
York are reported at over $50,000. 

F. P. Merriam & Co., wholesale dealers in boots 
and shoes, Boston, have failed, causing great sur- 
prise in the trade. The business was established 
40 years ago, and this is their first faiiure. Mr. 
Merriam has heen regarded as doing a prudent, 
shrewd business, and his paper sold at very low 
rates. His factory property is at Middletown, 
where he has a residence and farm. He has a 
number of creditors in this City. 

T. Brigham Bishop & Co., bankers and brokers, 
Boston, have failed. 

Quick Brothers, wholesale and reta‘l dealers in 
tobacco and cigars, Boston, have failed, ore of the 
causes being too much crediting.

THE CITY'S FINANCES. 

Controller Campbell’s monthly statement of 
the condition of the City debt, which was issued 
yesterday, shows that the total funded debt on the 
last day of November was $133,956,207 07, not in- 
cluding $14,502,245 10 revenue bonds, issued in an- 
ticipation of taxes, outstanding. The amount in 
the sinking fund for the redemption of the debt 
was $25,917,314 59. Duringthe month of November 
warrants were drawn aggregating $9,549,462 22, 
making a total of $45,635,504 34 since Jan. 1. Stocks 
and bonds amounting to $21,887,345 21 were issued 
during the year up to Dec. 1. Of this sum $811,000 
was for public works, street openings and improve- 
ments, $406,000 for Croton water purposes. $942,500 
for docks and slips, $316,000 for the Brooklyn 
bridge, $30,000 for a bridge over the Harlem River, 
$33,000 for City parks improvements, and $19,285,- 
600 for current expenses of the City Gevernment.
